This 
is being used by Easter Seal Center Vans right now. 
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Joe Studebaker of Beaufort, SC, writes a note suggesting that, if someone 
answers your ad in The Fare Box, you should always reply to Him. H® also says 
that if a member sends you something in response to an answer to trade, you should 
of course return the token Cs) if you no longer can make the trade. Makes sense. 

Karl W. Gabsch writes about the VA §85 A that we liatad last May. The token 
has a square cut-out in Its center, but a few were found without the cut-out and 
we wondered if these were simply unpunched errors, or were actually Issued with 
no cut-out. Karl explains: "Regarding the VA 985 A without the cut-out, I went 
to see them again and, yes, it's legit. It was used first and then came a fare in- 
crease which caused them to issue the token with the cut-out. i was able to pur- 
chase ten, same value as the others, ten for 132.50. There's no chance in getting 
enough for the New issues Service [I.e., 240 of them}. So I did get that taken 
care of. " 

Dave Bennick reports a token like MA 998 8, except that his has no copper 
stripes on obverse, and 3 copper stripes on reverse. 

Julius Fazekas of Lemont, IL, held an auction including several good Idaho 
TT’s. Prices realized were: ID 120 A $8, 380 A $45.45, 440 A $12, 440 B $8.11,

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THE VICTORIA HARBOUR FERRY CO. OF VICTORIA, B.C.

The company was founded in 1990 by Paul and Eleanor Miller. Paul, a ship 
wright, had previously owned and operated a small shipyard at Coal Harbour near 
the top end of Vancouver Island. There are two runs in operation at this time. 
One covers the inner and outer harbour from the Empress Hotel to the West Bay 
Marina. This is called the Harbour Tour and includes Fisherman's Wharf. The 
second run, the Gorge Tour, goes from the Empress Hotel to Gorge Park, thru 
the Upper Harbour, 


In 1995 the company operated seven ferries. For 1996 they will add two 
more. Paul builds the twelve-passenger vessels. They are all equipped with 
small two cylinder Mitsubishi diesels that have been adapted for marine use by 
Vetus, a Dutch firm with a Montreal office. The fuel consumption is one litre 
per hour. 


Passengers can use the ferry as a commuter vessel, or as a tour vessel. 
The fares on the Harbour Tour for adults are $2.50 per hop, or $10 for a round 
trip "tour" which is considered by the company to be four "hops." The Gorge 
run is slightly more expensive at $12 and some "hops" are $3.50. The 
passengers taking the tours are allowed to leave the vessel at any stop and do 
as they please, be it wander around, eat the best fish and chips in Victoria at 
Barb's (at Fisherman's Wharf), or take tea at Point Ellice House, the 1861 home 
of the O'Reilly family which today is a museum, one of the few furnished mostly 
with furniture that belonged there. It was to accommodate these "off and back 
on" passengers that tokens [3C 850 H, listed last month] were introduced in 
August 1995. 


The tokens were ordered from a local promotion distribution firm which ob- 
tained them in the U.S. Some 3,000 were ordered and received in August, (in- 
cidentally the company, whose office is at 922 Old Esquimalt Road, Victoria, BC 
V9A 4X3, would be prepared to send one out to anyone interested at $2.50 includ- 
ing postage.) These tokens are 32mm and made of aluminum. 

During the summer, on Sunday mornings the ferries put on the Harbour 
Ferry Ballet in front of the Empress Hotel. The company also operates moonlight 
cruises, although we're sure the dance floor is quite small. Paul and Eleanor 
have recently purchased a 38-foot 1931 vintage power boat, origindliy named 
"Thalia" which they are restoring and will add to their fleet as a floating Bed 
& Breakfast during the summer season.

BOOK REVIEW 

Scott Molloy was an AVA member (AVA #1594) for a number of years, and 
he is now Asst. Professor of Labor & Industrial Relations at the University of 
Rhode Island. While attending college in Providence, RI, Scott worked as a bus 
driver for RIPTA, and President of Local 618 of the Amalgamated Transit Union, He 
then attended graduate school and earned the PhD degree. He amassed a collection 
of over 10,000 items involved in the history of transportation in Rhode Island and 
its unions, and eventually the collection was given to the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington, where it now resides in its National Museum of American History. 

Scott has now produced a really magnificent book. Trolley Wars , Streetcar 
Workers on the Line , published by Smithsonian Institution Press. It has 238 pages, 
clothbound, lots of old photos. The book is a valuable history of streetcar trans- 
portation in Rhode Island, and the unionization struggles. The book sells for

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Eli Bail found the first specimen of CA 128 A at an antique shop. Bill Garri- 
son researched the local authority and learned that this wooden token was used 
sometime prior to 1994 and all but two specimens were disposed of last year. The 
white fibre 128 B commemorative token was used for one month — September 1994 
— to celebrate the introduction of new busses and services including eight fixed 
routes and also to mark the 10th anniversary of municipal bus service in Carson. 
Here again, very few specimens were available from the local authority. Local col- 
lectors might discover that some research could pay off. 

The token listed as Unidentified 258 was mentioned In November 1995. We now 
list It since no one recognized it. 

MN 730 O P and Q, listed December 1995, were spray-painted gold over the 
anodized blue about 12 years ago, according to the local authority, for a promotion 
after they ran out of similar brass tokens, which were what we list as MN 730 M. 
Hence 730 M was probably issued at least 12 years ago in limited quantity and 730 
N probably was issued earlier. 

Bill Garrison reports he was finally successful in obtaining a supply of FL 630 
C, listed April 1994, for New Issues Service members. This token is now obsolete. 

Fun World also issued a brass token that is inscribed GAME TOKEN on the reverse 

side, which is also obsolete. 

The Van Andel Museum Center plastic carousel token, listed December 1995 
as Ml 370 Q, is also available to N.I.S, members thanks to Bill. 

The rubbing of the token we listed as Unidentified #252 in January, 1995, in- 
scribed BRIGGS & HONK BUS & BAGGAGE, was lost in the mail. Will the owner

These ad- 
ded features are as follows: 


§ At the beginning of each state there is a brief summary of the quantity of 
tokens listed for that state. In every case this summary gives the quantity of reg- 
ular issues in the state, plus the number of locations (cities, agencies) under which 
these tokens appear. The summary also includes, when applciable, the quantities 
of zone checks, patterns, passes, and/or miscellaneous tokens that are listed for 
the state. 

§ Each location heading, in addition to the name and code number of the loca- 
» .aIsc includco (in parentheses) the quantity of tokens listed for that location. 

§ In cases where a token is known to have die varieties, the traditional expres- 
sion (Vars.) has been expanded to include a numeral inside the parentheses. This 
numeral indicates the quantity of varieties which are photographically displayed in 
the excellent Volume Three, Minor Die Varieties , of the Fourth Edition. Please note 
carefully that, in developing this handy cross-reference feature, it was discovered 
that over 500 tokens included in Volume III did not have a corresponding (Vars.) 
in their Fourth Edition, Volume I, listing. In each such case (Vars.) and the quan- 
tity have been added to the Fifth Edition listing. (Also note that a dash instead 
of a numeral indicates that varieties are known to exist but are not shown in Volume 
III. 


§ As in the past, listings in this edition include, when available, the quantities 
of tokens which have been struck, issued, or are otherwise known to have existed. 
To save a little space, however, these quantities have been abbreviated using "K" 
to represent a thousand, and "M" a million. For example, the former quanties such 
as (2,000) and (6,000,000) now appear as (2K) and (6M), respectively. 

§ Throughout the catalogue the term "Discontinued Listing" occasionally appears. 
In the context of this catalogue, "discontinued" means that a specific state, city, 
alpha code is no longer used to designate a token. Instead the token formerly de- 
scribed under this designation either has been moved to a different location, or has 
been completely removed from the catalogue. Each mention of a discontinued listing 
also includes a brief note giving either the token's new designation or the reason 
for its removal. Also note that if any given state has one or more discontinued lis- 
tings, the quantity of these listings is included in the opening state summary de- 
scribed above. 


Finally, the last page of the Catalogue contains a Key to the official postal ab- 
breviations which are, of course, an integral part of each token's unique identifica- 
tion, Included primarily as an aid to using the Token Identifier section, this table 
should also be generally helpful to those collectors who, like some of us, still have 
trouble remember a few of the State or Province codes.

Last month we ran details of the 1996 A.V.A. Convention, which will be held 
August 15-18 at the Radisson Hotel in downtown Lansing, Michigan.

But you should make your own hotel 
reservations with the Radisson Hotel, by calling their toll-free number, which is 
the number for the entire chain: 800-333-3333. Tell them you want to reserve 
with the facility in Lansing, that you are with the A.V.A. Convention, and that 
our guaranteed room rate is $80, single or double. 

Recently Shsry! Aitkenhead reported two carousel tokens being used in Provi- 
dence and Warwick, Rl. She didn't give full descriptions, so I wrote our long-time 
member down there. Hector Turgeon, and asked him to investigate. He did, and 
his letter is informative. Excerpts: "Will enclose the Roger Williams Park item. 
Mr. Ramsey is in charge there. The park is only 3i miles away. Am enclosing 
rubbing of the Warwick Mall token which I sent you a few years ago. There should 
be a new token in use by the R.I.P.T.A. (Rhode Island Public Transit Authority). 
They will be without government funding so will raise fares to $1.00, change some 
routes, plus reduce their labor force. There's an error in the [1994] Catalogue 
Supplement, which cannot be read without a magnifying glass: the big Newport 
Bridge fare is $2.00. I cannot cross this span for $1.00. Name has been changed 
to the Claiborne Pell Bridge, so expect a new token some day with the Senator's 
name. The Crescent Park carousel [Rl 700 A] is still in use, but the location of 
the former park is in East Providence's street map." A lot of information for one 
letter! The Warwick Mall token was described at the time Hector sent it to me, 
and it isn't listable as it contains no wording about being good for a ride. Unfort- 
unately the same is true of the Roger Williams Park token, which is 23mm brass: 
"Roger Williams Park Providence Rl rwm // Carousel Village". If only they'd in- 
cluded something about a ride on it. 

Frank Sutera sends along an interesting plastic token. It is MO 420 I, ex- 
cept that it was overstruck on another token which was inscribed "Good For At 
Least 1 Drink" on the reverse. Frank writes, "I'm under the impression that most 
plastic tokens are manufacturered 'fresh' from the factory. This is the first trans- 
portation token I've seen that has been 'overstamped' Irom a previous token. Is 
this more common that 1 think?" There are a few overstamped metal tokens, but 
I'm not familiar with any plastic ones. Until now. Wonder if anyone else has one. 

William Burns sends along a 32mm brass token inscribed "Ride the Front Street 
Stage Coach (picture of stage) // Good Luck Ogallala Nebraska (logo & picture of 
Front Street)." I think this is strictly a souvenir piece, but conceivably could've 
been good for a ride. Anyone know about it? 

Joe Radomsky reports a white metal token that is exactly like PA 985 K, and 
a solid token that is like Wl 620 F. My assumption is that the former is a pattern, 
and the latter an unpunched error. Does anyone else have either of these? 

Al Kohihardt sends a card about the prices realized for the WEST show men- 
tioned at the bottom of the first page last month: "The CA 815 Z was unpierced, 
and not the usual ISC cat. token. Some readers may think there is a lunatic out 
there." The unpierced CA 815 Z brought $8.00.

The Paducah, KY, Easter Seal Token was mentioned at the bottom of Page 
1 of the January Fare Box. These were used for over 20 years for rides on the 
Easter Seal Van, which was operated by the Western Kentucky Easter Seal Center. 
They are no longer being used, and Bill Garrison was able to purchase all of the 
remaining supply of the tokens. Inasmuch as they are plastic, and have been 
in use for over 20 years, none are in really nice condition- In fact, only a small 
percentage of what Bill purchased are even collectable. Bill has carefully pulled 
out those that are in decent readable condition— but still worn— and these are 
available to members at Bill's cost: $1.00 each + SASE. As this token will not 
be handled by the New Issues Service, you should write Bill directly if you wish 
to purchase one. His address is 9505 Normandy Ave. - Morton Grove, IL 60053. 

The Hershell Carousel Factory Museum issued the woodnik NY 655 B about 
seven years ago. The ride fare is 25<: and Bill Garrison obtained specimens of 
the 655 Bb variety for the New Issues Service.

The Association still has a token vending machine that dispenses 25<: Front Street 
Review advertising token. My contact had never seen the stage coach token but 
knew of its existence. The Front Street entertainment fiiclllty opened In 1964, 
The token was used some time after that." 

Randy Clucksman sends a clipping from the Staten Island Advance which, 
announces that tokens will be placed In use on the Staten island Ferry for th* 
use of senior citizens 6 handicapped. The reason is that people who are neither 
elderly nor disabled have been using the half-fsre turnstile supposedly limited 
to use of the seniors.

The tokens apparently will be NY 632 B or C which were struck some years bach 
but never used. A generic token was used for seniors on the ferry back about 
1982.

That's the number for the entire chain, so tell them you want 
to reserve at Lansing, and that you are with the A.V.A. to get the guaranteed 
room rate of $80 (single or double). Last year some of us waited too long and 
had to stay at hotels a long way from the convention hotel. 

Ted Meyers has delivered into my hands the full copy of the new 5th Edition 
of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue, beautifully printed out on his laser printer. I*m 
about halfway thru ft proofreading, and because Ted's a perfectionist 1 have 
discovered very few mistakes.

Last July, on page 66, Glen Williams reported that In addition to 
WA 80 K (which is dated 1986) there are tokens with several other dates, I 
believe Jim has tokens dated 1991,1992,1993,1954, and 1995, He hat only 100 
or so of a couple dates, but 24G of the others, as I understand It. Tokens will 
be sent to NIS members by order of seniority. The dates are tiny, almost micro- 
scopic, and it takes patience, a strong magnifier, and a lot of eye strain, to 
sort the things out. 

Charles Axthelm reports s new plastic token for Washington, DC. The token 
is blue plastic with white letters, 29min, Inscribed OMNILINK / 490-4811 // GOOD 
FOR / ONE / FARE. Hs doesn't have enough for the New Issues Service yet, 
but has acquired a quantity, and hopes to be able to get more. He stUi is unsure 
exactly how or where they are used. He also acquired a few examples of a 22nun 
brass token otherwise like VA 985 A (listed May 95). Not sure If this one was 
used or Is fust a pattern. Stay tuned. 

On page 18 last month we described a carousel token used at Roger Williams 
Park In Providence, Rl. Not Mstable as It has no wording about "ride" In It. 
But It is used for a rid© on the merry-go- ride. Hector Turgeon (143 Harrison

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NEW EDITION OF FRENCH TRANSPORTATION TOKEN CATALOGUE

Roland Elie has published a second edition of his catalogue of French Trans- 
portation Tokens, Les Jetons de Transport Francais . It contains 130 pages with 
listmgs of over 240 tokens. This is 55 more than were in his first edition. It 
IS fully illustrated with line drawings showing variety differences. Though it is 
m French, it is easy to read because of all the pictures and illustrations. Un- 
fortunately he renumbered many of the issues from the first edition, but has left 
space for inclusion of new discoveries in the future. A translation list and biblio- 
graphy are included. I have found it to be a great addition to my library and 
great assistance in identifying varieties. 

The cost of the book is $41.00 including postage, and it can be ordered from 
Roland Elie - B.P. 88 - 34800 Clermont L'Herault, France. 

NEW EDITION OF CANADIAN TOKEN CATALOGUE

The 1996 edition of the Canadian Arcade and Machine Token Handbook by 
Jack Sauchenko is available postpaid at $31 to Canadian residents and $28 U.S. 
to U.S. residents from Jack Sauchenko - 13559 124A Avenue - Edmonton, Alberta 
T5L 3B4 (phone 403-455-1566). 

(The 1996 Supplement to the 1995 Handbook is available postpaid at $8 to Can- 
adian residents and $7 U.S. to U.S. residents.) 

The 180-page handbook is produced by photocopy on 8ixll" pages with 3 holes 
punched at the left .side for a 3-ring binder. The text lists over 2,050 Canadian 
arcade, machine, transit, amusement, bridge and related tokens. There is a list- 
ing of United States tokens of this type used in Canada, as well as a section on 
numbered tokens. The handbook includes photographs of most tokens. For each 
token there is a description of both sides and data on the token's metal or material, 
weight, diameter, edge type and a valuation. 

Tokens are listed under the municipality or area in which they were issued. 
Municipalities are listed alphabetically by province or territory. An index at the 
front of the handbook lists the tokens alphabetically by issuer with the issuing 
municipality smd province or territory on the same line. 

TOKEN DISPLAY BEING DEVELOPED

placing one transportation token from each state on a wooden board. This will 
be covered with plastic and become a permanent display item.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Ventura, CA 955 A, issued by the Ventura County Transportation Commission, 
Is a county-wide $1.00 fare. The New Issues Service will handle it. 

Two of the Warsaw, IN, listings were mentioned on page 84 of the September 
1995 Fare Box. Bill Garrison has been working on these for many months and 
finally, thanks to a change in personnel at the local authority, has connected. 
We learn tht IN 950 B and D are now obsolete. The remaining supply of 950 D 
were WM-plated, hence the 950 E listing. The 950 F seems to have a duller ring 
and seems silvery when filed, hence I assume this is the lead core that the HH 
mint occasionally uses. IN 950 F is an adult fare; the previously listed 950 C is 
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■a youth fare; 950 C is a senior fare on the Warsaw/Winona Lake route. The 950 
E is an adult fare in Kosciuszko County routes. All of these will be available to 
N.I.S. members. 

Eli Bail reported the listed East Meadow, NY, woodnik to Bill Garrison about 
a year ago. Bill finally got a specimen from the source and learned that all but 
a few were thrown away and the contact person does not want to sell any remaining 
specimens. Hence the three-star valuation. 

The Charlotte Trolley operates on an 850-foot track line, former Norfolk 
Southern RR track, using 1920 vintage cars like those in New Orleans. The track 
will eventually be extended to two miles. The N.I.S. already has a supply for 
its members. 

It seems that most, if not all, of the tokens offered In the recent Heitman 
auction were from the Dave Jordan collection. The PA 526 CE listing was one of 
them. 

Both the previously listed PA 990 D and the new 990 E are good for a $1.00 
adult fare. The 990 D is sold by bus drivers at 3 for $2.00. The 990 E is sold 

at various outlets at 9 for $5.00. A zone one or two fare (Greater Williamsport 

or Muncy/Mall area) is $1.00 or one token. The fare between zones is $1.25 or 
two tokens. Bill Garrison has purchased a supply for the N.I.S. Note that this 

25mm token has a Type #1 bus, but it's the 4-window variety like the old 16mm 

.tokens that picture the #1 type bus. 

The Racine Lakefront Trolley runs weekdays from Memorial Day weekend thru 
Labor Day weekend and is also available for charter year around. The brass token 
is for a $1.00 adult fare, the WM a 50C senior/youth fare. The N.I.S. will handle 
both of them, thanks to Bill Garrison.

Randy Clucksman called to give me new face values for tokens in the New 
York City area: NY 630 BC, $1.75. BD $3.50. 631 Y, $1.75. 632 D, $7.00. 

Charles Axthelm reports two new carousel tokens being used in the Washington 
DC area. Unfortunately they contain no wording about being good for a ride, and 
our cataloguing rule is that amusement ride tokens must contain wording about being 
good for a ride. This is a compromise worked out many years ago between those 
who would list everything that purports to be an amusement token, and those who 
would expunge every amusement token. The tokens are actually used a bit away 
from the Nation's Capital, at Spotsylvania Mall, at Route 3 and 1-95 near Fredericks- 
burg, VA. "This Americana carousel, a recent model made by Chance, features 
18 figures including a dragon, a reindeer and a zebra. Rides are one token for 
$1.25 or five tokens for $5.00" according to an article in the Washington Post. The 
tokens are 28mm, one is brass the other is white metal. Obverse pictures a carousel 
horse; reverse has (eagle 6 shield) and "TOKEN" on a banner. The brass is the 
regular token; the WM is for special events (field trips, birthday parties, etc). 
Even if not listable I like these in my collection. In fact, I'd like to run a complete 
listing of carousel tokens that are definitely known to be used exclusively for rides 
but which contain no such wording. Can I count on any help out there? 

Finally, J.M. Tolson writes from England to remind us (in response to Frank 
Sutera's article a while back) that many plastic tokens are overstruck in the U.K., 
and he listed several, including Stockport, Leeds, Sheffield, Plymouth.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Glen Williams phoned last July to notify us that Kitsap Transit in Bremerton 

had more unlisted tokens with dates other than the listed 1986 (WA 80 K). Since 

the tokens are so similar and the dates very tiny and difficult to read, we could 

not ask the local authority to take the time to examine their supply of tokens, 

which were all mixed together. So Cliff Bremerton visited Bremerton, checked 
the available tokens, and purchased quantities for our New Issues Service. 
Uunfortunately he could not locate 240 specimens of the 1992 and 1993 listings, 
although he got something like 100 of each one. 

***** 

Kitsap Transit began operating in 1983 with cash fares only. Tokens were 
not used until October, 1987. Quantities struck of the different dated tokens are 
as follows, according to information obtained by Cliff Brehan: 1986: 75,000 (in 
2 separate orders of 50,000 and 25,000). 1992: 10,000. 1993: 10,000. 1994: 
10,000. 1995: 10,000. 1996: 10,000. 

There was no token dated 1991. Some of the 1994 tokens have a strongly 
struck stem, while the rest of the numeral "4" is weak, so they appear to be 1991.

TO THOSE HAVING AN INTEREST IN PARKING TOKENS 

John Coffee and I have heard from some of you concerning the delay in 
listings of parking tokens reported to me. There is good reason for this. It is 
my policy to send John a full page of parking token information for each issue

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THE EARLY HORSE TOKENS 
By J.M. Coffee 

For centuries the horse was the chief means of transportation throughout the 
world. Hundreds of our transportation tokens were issued and used on vehicles 
pulled by horses, and because the horse is no longer used for this purpose such 
tokens have a special attractiveness to us. They are relics of an era that is no 
more. 

Yet only a few of our transportation tokens actually have the word "horse" 
on them, or a picture of a horse. Tokens that picture a horse drawn streetcar are 
only about three dozen in number, and are much sought-after by collectors, being 
valued far more than their rarity demands. I have an article about them on Page 
710 of Volume II of the Catalogue. Then there are other tokens that picture a horse 
but not a streetcar. A horse by itself if pictured on a Duluth token, MN 230 C, 
a unique token for its design, and while quite scarce it is not by any means rare. 
Two amusement ride tokens, NJ 20 A and B, were used about 1905 on the Great 
Circle Ride built by Sir Hiram Maxim who earned greater fame for his work on the 
development of the machine gun that turned World War 1 into a charnel house of 
destruction. Another early amusement ride token is RI 700 A, which pictures a man 
riding a horse. This was used on the Crescent Park Merry-go-Round in Providence. 

Omnibus tokens usually don't show both the horse and the vehicle, but seven 
of them do: MD 60 A,D,E,F. The 60 A (Yinger) is extremely rare. Granniss & 

Taylor aren't listed in any directory as having been in the omnibus business so their 
tokens (60 E,F) are a mystery. PA 750 G and G are beautiful little fare tokens. 
The 750 G is barely even scarce and for this reason should be in every collection 
as an example of a token probably used before the Civil War. Perhaps the most 
beautiful transportation token ever used in the United States is PA 765 A, the big 
black oval vulcanite showing an omnibus pulled by two horses. 

Tokens that have the wQ-v-d "horse" on them are mostly very rare. I can think 
of 34 of them, although I may have missed a couple. First of all, we have tokens 
issued by a company called a "Horse Railroad." The Clinton & Lyons (lA 230 A), 
the Worcester (MA 970 A), the Omaha (NE 700 A), and the three issued by the 
Pavonia Horse RR (NJ 390 A,B,C). I have always said that if I could have my choice 
of one token in Hal Ford's collection it would be NJ 390 B, the carmine celluloid 
Pavonia half fare token of which his specimen is the only one known. 

Then there are the toll road tokens with "horse" on them. The mysterious 
Unidentified #75, "1 Horse West" token issued by the A. & P. Pike, whatever that 

was. The Carlistle & Sharpsburg Turnpike Road in Kentucky issued three with 
"horse" on them: KY 100 A,B,C: "Return Trip Horse Back Gate No. 1", "Return 

Trip Horse & Buggy Gate No. 1" and another like it for for Gate No. 2. Then those 
two gorgeous big vulcanites from the Moriah Plank Road in New York: NY 595 A,B, 
black & maroon, both good for "Two Horse Loaded Team". Last time one of these 
changed hands it went for well over a thousand dollars. 

The big brass token from Frederick, MD 520 A is "Good For One Horse One 
Round Trip" which was good on either of two turnpikes on whose board of direc- 
tors Mr. E.D. Schriner was a member. 

Several bridge tokens have a "horse" on them: in New York three bridges 
were owned by the Knickerbacker family, the Cohoes & Lansingburgh, the Troy 
& West Troy, and the Union (of Waterford). All three issued tokens good for 
footman, vehicle & one horse, and vehicle & two horses. In Pennsylvania the Bradys 
Bend Bridge issued nice vulcanties for a one-foot passenger and a "Two Horse 
Vehicle." I think there's probably a one-horse vehicle out there waiting to be found. 
The East Brady Bridge (PA 315 B,C) issued brass tokens for a one-horse vehicle 
and a two-horse vehicle. The Big Rock Bridge in Franklin issued now extremely 
rare tokens for "Single Horse & Buggy" and "Two Horse Team." 
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The Depot Bridge in Pittston used vulcanite tokens only from 1874 to 1881, 
black vulcanites for "1 Horse" and "2 Horses". The former is extremely rare, 
the latter very rare. The West Elizabeth Bridge has aluminum tokens (PA 965 
H,I) for "2 Wheeled Vehicle One Horse" and "4 Wheeled Vehicle Two horse". 

In the ferry token category we have the Canton Steam Ferry (pictured in 
Volume II of the Catalogue) which issued "2 Horse Wagon & Driver" tokens — now 
extremely rare — prior to the ferry's destruction in November, 1910. I am certain 
that Unidentified #132, the Belmont Ferry token was used on a ferry of that name 
that operated across the Mississippi from Belmont, MO, to Columbus, KY. But 
I can't prove it. Its token, which I own, is a delightful big brass one good for 
"-2- Horses, Wagon -and- Driver East or West". 

Most depotel tokens were used on horse-drawn hotel hacks, but precious 
few of them acknowledge their motive power. As these services were nearly always 
provided by livery stables, a few of them took advantage of their tokens to pro- 
claim other services. "If you want a good horse let me know," says the big alum- 
inum token issued by Alexander McCuUy's Bus & Transfer Co. of Oswego, KS. 
In Stromsburg, NE, Comfort & Son explain their business on the back of their 
token (NE 855 A): "Horse & Auto Livery". Their hack and two horses is pictured 
on Page 338 of Volume II. The young driver must be Comfort’s son. (Young 
then; he'd be about 96 today). 

Then we have Unidentified #114, "1 Horse Single Trip Hatch's to Delhi Ex. 

L.R.R. Co." Was this for a toll road? Never quite figured this one out? 

And last — certainly not least — I forgot the big brass Communipaw Ferry token 
from NJ "Pass One One Horse Truck". This token was discovered by Sam Rabino- 
witz years ago and I ended up with it. 

There you have them. The horse tokens. About 36 horsecar tokens, 34 
tokens with "horse" on them, 7 showing an omnibus pulled by horses, three 
amusement ride tokens showing a horse, and a single token issued by a streetcar 
company showing just a running horse (MN 230 C) . So 81 early horse tokens 
(unless I missed a few) all from before the time of World War I. None of them 
are common, although a few are not more than scarce and readily available for a 
few dollars. But I doubt if anyone will ever have them all in his collection.

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TRANSPORTATION TOKEN COLLECTING IN THE 1940’s

As the world’s oldest association of token collectors approaches its half century 
mark, it seems appropriate to reminisce about those early days of our hobby which 
culminated in the founding of the American Vecturist Association. 

I began collecting transportation tokens in January, 1943, mainly because I liked 
to ride streetcars for the fun of it, back when I lived in Washington, DC, and I 

was also a coin collector. The two avocations seemed to come together in token 

collecting. So when a friendly conductor handed me a token from Atlanta, GA, I 
was hooked. I also noted that Capital Transit was bringing out new gold colored 
tokens, so I carefully saved a bright new one (1 still have it). In any case, the 

hobby was not organized. I was an avid reader of Railroad Magazine , which offered 

free ads to its readers. Several ads offered to swap transportation tokens, 
specifically ads from Ed Rudolph of Seattle, and Charlie Lamb of Long Beach, WA. 
But everyone insisted on trading. No one would sell. And rarity, or antiquity, 
was of little importance in those days. It was swapping "token for token" regardless 
of rarity. In fact I rather preferred a modern 16mm token with a letter hanging 
in its center to an old solid token, like NY 780 C, with a streetcar pictured. A 

few coin dealers had a few bus tokens for sale at anything from a dime to a quarter 

apiece (25C was big money for a common bus token then). I do remember picking 
up NM 40 A, still a rare token, from a coin dealer on 12th Street in Washington, 
for a dime. 

Generally, one would write transit companies and ask them if they used tokens 
and if so, how much? We had no catalogue, no check list. We just wrote to "the 
streetcar company in Lansing, Michigan" and hoped a friendly postoffice would get 
the letter to the right place. In those days, it usually did. Often tokens would 
come back free of charge. I remember addressing a letter to "W.H. Williams Jacobs 
Creek, Pa," hoping to get some of his foot bridge tokens. He had long since moved 
to another city but the postoffice found him for me, and he sent me 20 of the PA 
480 B, and just one 480 A, with his compliments. As they now catalogue $35 and 
$25 respectively (in the new catalogue) you can see it was a bargain. 

But the hobby took shape thanks to Roland C. Atwood, who traveled all over 
the country and collected collectors as well as tokens. Sooner or later if you 
collected tokens Roland would come knocking. His primitive "check hst" was being 
published in the mid 1940’s by Keim's Hobby News, so finally we had a listing. We 

knew what was out there, and I remember looking over the listing and drooling 

at all those tokens I still didn't have. Now with names, I wrote more letters (it 
was only 3<t to write a letter then) and got back more tokens. A postcard to the 
Blue Water Ferry of Port Huron, MI, came back (its 1$ reply card) with a Ml 775 
B glued to it (you think they'd ever let that come thru today?). A letter to Jackson 
(TN) Street Railway found its way to John Wisdom, President of West Tennessee Gas 
Company, who had been last president of the streetcar line in Jackson. He sent me 
two sets of the tokens (TN 375 A,B,C,D) gratis, and later sold them to me at the 
rate of 8 sets (32 tokens) for one dollar. 

I remember suggesting to Ed Rudolph of Seattle that we needed a newsletter 
and a club. "Ridiculous!" he replied. Too few of us. Neverthelss not long after 
that came the first copy of THE FARE BOX, the July 1947 issue from R.L. Moore 
of San Francisco. Moore got his mailing list from Roland Atwood, and he had perhaps 
60 to 75 subscribers ($1 for 12 issues mailed first class) the first year. 

Moore said we needed an association. Seattle already had a local club, organ- 
ized in 1947 (long since deceased), so in 1948 Max M. Schwartz, a New York attor- 
ney and prominent numismatist, issued the call for an "American Vecturist Associa- 
tion" to gather for a charter meeting in his office in Manhattan on Haloween, 1948. 
We did. 1 was there. I was 19 years old. Within a month R.L. Moore gave up 
editing THE FARE BOX, and Mr. Schwartz acceded to my suggestion that I take 
it over. So here I am, five hundred seventy issues later!

I have just received word that AVA Curator Syd Joseph of Denver has been 
stricken with a heart attack, and of course we all pray for his recovery. He is 
one of my oldest and dearest friends in token collecting.

This summer I drove across the continent alone. Left Boston July 7, and after 
a drive thru the beautiful Lake Champlain Islands of Northern Vermont, I stayed over 
at Malone, NY, an old city like a museum. I don't think they've had any new con- 
struction downtown since 1912. Two great old hotels that have long since seen bet- 
ter days. Next day I crossed the St, Lawrence River on the Seaway International 
Bridge, formerly called the Cornwall-Massena Bridge (see NY 560 A,B,C). I showed 
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the tolltaker one of the tokens. "Those are no good now," he said. Toll is now $2.25 
in U.S. or Canadian, so of course I paid in Canadian, I spent the night at North Bay, 
Ontario, and called AVA member Dick Masuda and had a nice chat on the phone, I came 
back into the U.S. A. at Sault Ste. Marie, crossing over a very impressive bridge into 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. Spent the night in Marquette, MI. It was only 53 on 
a bright sunny afternoon with a chill wind blowing in from Lake Superior. I had the 
heater on most of the trip! Thence to Bemidji, MN, for the next night's stop, and 
then to Williston, ND, where I visited a car wash operation using tokens. He had 
some old ones that had been ruined when some soda ash (or something) spilled on them. 
They are 12-sided things but illegible. I took 3 and have, after great labor, re- 
stored one of them. 

The next night was spent at Havre, MT. Four years ago this motel lost my reser- 
vation, and promised a free stay if I ever got back to Havre. I collected on it this 
time and they were wonderful to me. Next day 1 drove thru beautiful Montana scenery, 
stopping at the town of Lincoln (famous for one of its now former residents) , and on 
to Missoula. As I was alone I didn’t do as much token hunting as I usually do on this 
trip. Next day along U.S. Route 12 along a "wild & scenic river" in Idaho that was 
incredibly beautiful, spending the night at Pullman, Washington, where it was about 
1C5 the afternoon I drove in. No more car heater. On came the air-conditioner, 

Pullman is the home of Washington State University (and only about 8 miles from 
Moscow, Idaho, which is home of the University of Idaho). Both are pleasant little 
college towns. I was in Pullman, somewhat out of the way for my trip, to see if I 
could obtain some of 3 new tokens they are using, but which they were not inclined to 
send out because of limited quantities. I arrived at the Pullman Transit office at 
8:30 a.m. and only one man was on duty, busy answering the phone for the dial-a-ride 
operation. Once free, he was friendly and generous (as are most people out West) , 
and gave me two each of the three new tokens (see this month's catalogue supplement). 
Bill Garrison did manage to get some of one of them, and you can write him for that 
one. The rest of the day I drove on an insufferably hot day to Tacoma, encountering 
the worst traffic of the entire trip, 

Tacoma was once my home town. I visited the old Northern Pacific Ry. depot on 
Pacific Avenue, now gloriously restored into a Federal Courts Building, as I wanted 
to see the room named for my late Uncle, former U.S, Senator Homer T. Bone, They 
have his oil portrait, which I gave them, hanging in the room along with a large 
painting of White River Camp in the Cascades, which I also gave them. A very moving 
and memorable visit for me. I spent the night with famed Railroad Photographer Jim 
Fredrickson, a close friend since 1 was 13 years old and he was 15, Next day Jim and 
I drove to SeaTac Airport and picked up Hal Ford, who had flown up from California, 

We visited a Tacoma carwash and found a beautiful new WM carwash token in use, and 
easily available for $1 from the machines. 

Hal and I then headed south, stopping at Chehalis to check on a listable woodnick 
token issued by the Red Cross there to homeless people in winter time. After some 
time we found the Red Cross office in a mall, and talked them into letting us each 
have one of the tokens (listed this month) , Spent the night at Cottage Grove, Ore- 
gon (near Eugene), and next day stopped at Medford, OR, to see if they are still 
using OR 520 A,B,C. They are. The 520 C must be the cheapest token still in use in 
this country. They are only lOq each, but you have to use ten of them to pay the 
$1.00 adult fare on the bus. Interesting arrangement. Tokens are only sold in quan- 
tity, so I imagine they don’t get much use. 

We arrived in Moraga on July 17 . On July 21 we rode the Niles Canyon RR in 
Sunol, a delightful 9-mile ride behind an ancient steam engine. Except for a week 
end in Los Angeles July 26-29, I’ll be in Moraga till August 10, then back to Lan- 
sing in the Lincoln (with one of ray students for company) , and finally to Boston 
about August 21. The next issue won’t go out till the end of September, but it will 
have a full account of my eastward trip and the convention and lots of other things, 
as always. Hope to see lots of you at the Convention.

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We mentioned the Hot Springs, ARK, token last July after our visit there. We 
were only able to obtain two examples of it and, as it is not likely we’ll be able 
to get any more for some time, we decided to list it now. The token is for use 
only by people who use the counseling service center there. 

John Coffee mentioned the Glendale Beeline token last year after he returned 
to Boston. The token is used only during special promotions and we have been unable 
to secure a supply. John got one example when he visited the Beeline office in Aug- 
ust, and a few others have been obtained by collectors. But it will be a while be- 
fore quantities are available. So we list it, again like the Hot Springs, with *** 
in place of a value: rare at the moment, but quantities are with the user facility. 

Joe Studebaker found a couple of the SCAT CA 998 S patterns, but when Bill 
Garrison inquired about it with people at SCAT they denied any knowledge of the 
token. Its die work is different from the 955 A, and the 998 S is solid without 
any perforating. However where the two half-moon punch-outs (to make the Bar on 
955 A) would be there are raised half -moons on the pattern, consistent with other 
unpunched solid errors. An interesting token, but apparently only a pattern or 
rejected design. 

The New Issues Service will supply LA 1000 C to its members, but not the plain- 
edge D. It is believed that these were given out at visitor centers along highways 
to people who entered Louisiana. They are the style of the Mardi Gras doubloons 
used at throwaways during that celebration. 

The N.I.S. will handle NY 150 D, but we were unable to get a supply of C. We 
know very little of the background of the use of these woodniks , but they were ob- 
tained at the source. 

Lewis County Chapter of the American Red Cross gives out the WA 140 A tokens, 
during the winter months only, to homeless people to ride Twin Transit buses over 
to the homeless shelter. In addition to the listed 140 A, poker chips are sometimes 
used for the same purpose (these not listable of course). 500 were made of 140 A, 
and very few remain. For this reason it is not likely we shall have a quantity for 
the N.I.S. Bill Garrison struck out on this one. John Coffee and I stopped at the 
Red Cross this past week and we were able to obtain just one specimen apiece. 

WA 710 E and F were ordered to supplement Pullman Transit's supply of the 
listed 710 C and D. The E is an adult token, the F a youth token. As supplies 
are still limited, we were unable to get quantities for the N.I.S. However, Bill 
Garrison was able to obtain a limited number of the new WA 710 G, the blue anodized 
aluminum token which is used for dial-a-rides . Members may obtain one specimen, 
while they last, by sending $1,00 +SASE to Bill Garrison - 9505 Normandy Ave. - 
Morton Grove, IL 60053. John Coffee stopped by there July 15 and was able to get 
only two specimens each of the three tokens. 

WA 1000 B has been mentioned several times before. These were made for use 
during the Roadeo in Clark County, but the Authority decided not to use them even 
for one day. They were then used by children on special tours the purpose of which 
was to teach them how to use the buses. 

We called the 800 number on the Amusement Ride 306 A token, and the company 
headquarters, which are on Long Island, NY, ran a recording indicating that the 
company, "Just Kiddie Rides Inc." manufacturers coin-operated kiddie rides— those 
little bucking horses in front of supermarkets for example. We presume the tokens 
are supplied with the "rides," and that therefore they are probably used in lots of 
places. They thus qualify for the rubric we use here. John Armentrout was able to 
send 220 of them to our New Issues Service, so most of our NIS members will receive 
one.

220 F is given as $20.00 in the catalogue. That Is a mistake. The token Is fairly 
common and the price should be $2.00. So change that right away. I don't want 
anyone taken advantage of when buying that token. 
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DETAILED DATA OF FACTS & FIGURES OF TT USE AVAILABLE 

Have you ever wondered which token m3ter5a!--'white metal or aluminum — has 
been the most popular in, say, Pennsylvania? Or what's the most common token 
size along the West Coast or in the eastern or Midwest states? Or how many tokens 
have a stencii-cut Star, and where they can be found? Well, for several years the 
answers to these questions and many others like them have been available in a series 
of reports occasionally run by Ted Meyers. Generated mainly for his own edifica- 
tion, these reports have not had wide circulation, in recent months, however, he 
has redesigned them for laser printing (on iegal size rather than the large computer 
forms) and is now making them available, as a set, for general distribution. 

I've had the chance to preview an advance copy and can report the following: 

The package consists of seven reports spread over 16 pages. Each page is loaded 

with facts and figures on such items as catalogue prices, sizes, shapes, composition, 

symbols and even the colors of non-metaiiic tokens. The first two pages are devo- 
ted to a general summary of the Atwood-Coffee contents. These pages alone are 
worth having. Overall, the material is well presented and fascinating reading 
throughout. This is detailed information you won't see anywhere else, at least I 
never have.

The brass token presumably 
remains on sale as a souvenir for a dollar. On page 388 of the new catalogue the 
"o" obsolete symbol should be removed from 632 C and added for 632 B.

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THE A.V.A. GOES TO LANSING FOR ITS 1996 CONVENTION

When AVA members began arriving in Lansing, MI, the week of August 11-18 
they came to a thriving city of great beauty and amenities, which is the capital 
of Michigan. (Our convention hotel, the Radisson, is only about a block from the 
State Capitol.) From Tuesday, August 13 the early vanguard was arriving and, 
for the next two days, took in the city. By Thursday evening over 20 were evi- 
dent in the lobby, and made an excursion up to Room 930 when Joel and Jim ar- 

rived, These early birds did some serious browsing over the many books and 2x2 
boxes that were coming out of Joel's baggage.

job after The Frog discovered that he had 101 others things to do, especially since 
he had forgotten to bring along extra copies of the AVA auction list. These were 
quickly recopied by the hotel for us. Marcy and May attended their duties 
superbly and professionally, greeting each attendee as he or she entered the 
Capital Ballroom #1 for the day's boursing. The bourse was a huge success, and 
well over 40 tables were spread over with tokens.

Meanwhile Karl Gabsch had located a couple of car wash tokens on his way 
to Lansing. Bill Weber showed us three previously unknown tokens one of which 
is actually a pass, he was told, for employees of the Triboro Bridge & Tunnel 
Authority in New York. As John Coffee was taking description and rubbings of 
these, I showed him a token like NY 630 AV but in pure brass, which was 
reportedly used by city vehicles and bridge Authority vehicles to pass thru a 
non-revenue gate set up off the side of the toll plaza. Supposedly used over 20 
years back and no one today recalls it with certainty. 

At 3 p.m. we boarded two rubber-tired "trolleys" for the Annual Tour of 
Lansing and East Lansing, with a rest break at Michigan State University in the 
latter city. Then on to the Oldsmobile Assembly plant, where we were given a 
special guided tour, and watched cars being put together. The four plants in 
Lansing employ 14,000 people in two shifts, turning out as many as two cars a 
minute. Then back to the Radisson on a regular public transport bus operated 
by CATA with plenty of time to prepare for our Annual Banquet at 7:30 p.m. in 
Capital Ballroom #2. A superb spread served buffet style topped off by a fabulous 
dessert table. A good sociable occasion, the more so as we all loosened up with 
a cocktail or two just before dinner. A few continued buying, selling and swapping 
in the bourse room afterwards. 

Saturday morning was the Annual Convention Auction in Ballroom #2, with 
Joel calling the auction and Jim representing the mail bidders, while Marcy and 
May took the bidding records. For over 3i hours the bidding was active and for 
some tokens became quite heated. Record high prices were realized for many of 
the tokens, as over 30 bidders on the floor went after what they needed. 

At 4:45 p.m. we all walked over to the REO Museum with its magnificent dis- 
play of Oldsmobiles from the earliest to the present, including a Starfire made es- 
pecially for Mrs. John F. Kennedy. Afterwards, in the very room in which the 
first Oldsmobile was assembled, we enjoyed refreshments courtesy of the Museum. 
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After the museum tour, twenty-six members walked a block down to Oldsmobile 
Park to see the Lansing Lugnuts play the Fort Wayne Wizards in a minor league 
game. Other activities that night included a large Nascar meeting where everyone 
who missed the Lugnuts seemed to show up. Members were returning to the hotel 
at all hours Saturday night from the evening's activities. 

At 9 a.m. Sunday the Annual Convention Business Meeting convened, and 
not much happened except that Joel announced that next year's convention would 
be held in Connecticut (exact city to be determined later). 

Our convention concluded with a really magnificent brunch (all you could eat) 
which was part of our registration package. This was held in an old Lansing rail- 
road station which is now Clara's Restaurant. It is obviously very popular as long 
lines of local people waited patiently, while we were taken back to the outside 
platform next to the railroad track, which is still being used by trains. Afterwards 
a few souls remained in town another day or two, but I headed out to Capital Air- 
port and boarded a Beechcraft 20-passenger commuter flight to Cleveland, where 
I changed to a Big One for the return flight to NYC. At the controls of the 
Beechie was a charming young lady who handled the trip expertly, this being my 
first flight with a female pilot. Perhaps this may mean a change in my whole 
perspective of air travel, a new era so to speak.

While In 
California I drove down to Los Angeles to stay with a former student, the same 
one who accompanied me on my eastward transcontinental trip in 1993. ^ Darren 
has since appeared in a movie and several episodes of TV series, and Is doing 
very well as a young actor. He and I drove into downtown L.A. so I could ride 
the new subway, riding which was a high point of my visit down there. Darren 
couldn't figure out how riding a subway could be the high point of anything, but 
I suppose it all depends on one's perspective. 

While staying with Hal Ford, I drove up to Fairfield, accompanyed by Hal, 
to see what tokens are being used on rides at Scandia Family Fun Center. They 
let us go thru hundreds of tokens, nearly all of which are CA 280 A and C. But 

out of the whole pile we examined we found only two of 280 B, the one with the 

HH mintmark. This leads me to believe the 280 B was put unto use at another 
of their facilities and not at Fairfield. We were told new tokens would be made 

toward the end of 1996 and that they would definitely be dated 1996.

I left Moraga on my eastward trip on August 9, accompanied by Ken 
Provencher, my former student who also accompanied me In 1992 and 1995. Driving 
in tandem with us, in his own car, was Hal Ford's son Mark, heading back to 
Bloomington, IN, to attend graduate school at Indiana University. 1 had to get 
to Lansing for the convention by August 15, so very little time for exploring. We 
went straight east along 1-80, stopping at Battle Mountain NV, Rock Springs WY, 
North Platte NE, Crinnell lA, and Terre Haute, IN. It was a perfect trip. The 
only token hunting was at Rock Island, IL. George Wolters had reported a new 
50C token In use on the Rock Island Centennial Bridge (IL 760 L-P) . So I worked 
my way thru city streets on the Iowa side to find the bridge which, when I crossed 
it (toll 50C) I found it to be badly in need of repair, indeed work was going on 
furiously all along the bridge deck. On the Illinois side right next to the bridge 
entrance is the office of the bridge authority. I went in and bought a roll of the 
new 50C token (something like $23 for 50 tokens as 1 recall). I was told that the 
50< token is now the only one being used, but the IOC, 15C, and 25C tokens are 
still valid for toll payment so long as they add up to 50C. When I examined the 
roll of 50C tokens I was surprised to discover that some have reeded edge, some 
have plain edge, thus giving us two listings instead of one. In my roll only about 
8 were the plain-edge variety, and these were shiny, leading me to believe there 
was a second order which came thru with the plain edge. 

•After ieaving Merk in his nc* apartment in hot, muggy Biooiriington, Ken and 
I headed north to crisp, cool Michigan, arriving about 7 p.m., Thursday the 15th. 
The Radisson is a beautiful hotel, probably the nicest in town. It's only about 
a block from Michigan's imposing State Capitol. Lansing is an absolutely delightful 
city. Clean, logical streets, crisp cool dry weather, never crowded and traffic 
seemingly always light. 

Our convention tour to an Oldsmobile assembly plant was fascinating, and I 
was impressed by the neat cleanliness of the place (many of the workers actually 
were wearing white gloves), and the friendliness of the mostly very young workers 
who were putting the cars together. The general atmosphere was relaxed, happy, 
unhurried. Workers could dress as casually as they wished, and could even smoke 
on the job if they wished. Later the visit to the Oldsmobile Museum was educational 
especially for an auto history buff like myself. The food at the banquet, served 
buffet style, was plentiful and delicious. You could eat as much as you wanted! 
The Sunday brunch in a restaurant converted from an old railroad station was ab- 
solutely delicious and, again, one could eat as much as he wanted. No one went 
hungry at this convention. Indeed the whole convention was perfectly organized 
and lots of fun. 

As always, I learned of lots of unlisted tokens while at the convention bourse. 
Bob Kelley showed me a token which may or may not be a listable TT. It is 23mm 
brass: WHITAKER PARK TOUR / WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. / RJR (LOCO) // NO 

/ CASH / VALUE. Bill Weber had one that we need to hunt down. It's 25mm brass 
WCUZ / TEN-C FARE / (DESIGN) // GOOD FOR ONE RIDE / WCUZ 101 FM / 1230 
AM / GRATA / TROLLEY TOKEN. Now does anyone recognize the call letters 
WCUZ? If so let us know as that would be where that token is being used. 

Bill had another one, obviously from Georgia, that was new to me. It's 26mm 
brass: F.J. TORRAS CAUSEWAY / BRUNSWICK / TO / ST. SIMONS ISLAND / 

NON REFUNDABLE / GEORGIA // STATE TOLLWAY AUTHORITY / STATE OF GEOR- 
GIA / (LOCO). Can anyone help us get some of these?

Lee DeCood showed me his collection of Michigan XT's, complete except for 
just four tokens! He had some unlisted ones:

The Hillsdale tokens are from Hillsdale, Ml, and Bill Garrison is working to see If 
we can obtain some for the N.I.S. They were used only from 1979 to 1981, the 
red for seniors; the green for school kids. A blue one that no collector has seen, 
was also used for regular adults. These may be hard to come by. The White Pine 
Express tokens were used from Lake Linden, Ml, to White Pine Mine In Michigan's 
Upper Peninsula, perhaps In the 1960's. They are believed to have been used by 
mine employees. Perhaps some intensive searching will find a supply of them. 

Lee also had a yellow celluloid token otherwise like the Muskegon 680 BCD. 
That was a little feast for these eyes. Bill Schottin gave me a Delaware Turnpike 
token like DE 300 A-l except it's bronze with a center hole. He then showed me 
a document proving that the tokens with holes were definitely used. The document 
refers to them as "D.A.R.T. BRONZE w/centers out." What D.A.R.T. stands for 
I don't know. 

James Eshleman sends a rubbing of a 28mm WM token inscribed "Pocket / 
Change / rwm / (U.S. 25C coin) // Carousel Ride / Token / (carousel horse) / 
rwm. This is being used In Eagle Ridge Mall in Lake Wales, FL, and is worth $1 
ride. 

Russ Sears sends rubbing of a 19mm brass: "C.T. / CO. II (blank)" which 
could be a telephone token or a transit token. 

Andrew Sack sends a photocopy of a token (fibre? brass?) 38mm with a hole 
at top: "OPERATOR / CITY / RAILWAY II (numeral)" This could be anything 
including an employee ride token. 

John Byars sends a rubbing of yet another of the Kelly A.F.B. tokens of San 
Antonio. His is 31mm red plastic, opaque, with numeral 3 in center, otherwise like 
TX 810 G J K L P Q Z AL. Question? The TX 810 H is listed without a numeral. 
The only specimen was owned, supposedly, by Dave Jordan. But it was not in 
his collection. We have strong doubts that such a token even exists. If you own 
it please let us know so we won't excise it from the Catalogue. 

Charles Nichols sends along a non-listable carousel token (it doesn't say "ride" 
on It) which, however, is good for a ride on the carousel in West Valley Mall on 
Crantling Road in Tracy, CA. You insert the token in a machine to admit you to 
the ride. The token is B 28 Sd "GRAND / CAROUSEL / (CAROUSEL HORSE) II 
(2 grooves and tiny numbers). I save these even If they don't fit our strict list- 
ing criteria. 

Bob Kelley reports 2 die varieties of IN 260 E. On one the diagonal goes all 
the way thru the C in "C" while on the other the diagonal is not to be seen in the 
center of the "C". There seem to be other tokens with a similar disparity. On 
the 260 E the die work on the two is also distinctly different. 

Now that the 5th edition of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue is completed, work 
will begin on a new edition of Automobile Washing Tokens . With luck this will be 
out before Spring 1997. If you have tokens that have not yet been listed in sup- 
plements, please send rubbings 6 descriptions to Hal Ford, so that the new cata- 
logue can be as complete as possible. 
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SYD JOSEPH: AN APPRECIATION

-September 1996- 


Syd Joseph, for many years the AVA Curator, Librarian and Historian, was 
a veteran of U.S. Army service in World War II, and held AVA #614. But that 
barely begins to tell the story. 

He was born October 29, 1921, one of three children of immigrant parents. 
His mother was Russian and his father English. Both parents came to the USA 
as small children to be settled in the Philadelphia area. After finishing schooling 
in Philadelphia, Syd went on to study photography and design. Syd then volun- 
teered for the U.S. Army Air Force and was sent to training school at Lowry 
Air Base in Denver. Here he met his future wife, Lucy. 

Suddenly transferred to Florida, Syd discovered he had been assigned to 
the infantry. Wounded severely in the Battle of the Bulge, Syd was returned 
to the USA to recuperate. Following the war, on March 16, 1947, Syd was mar- 
ried to Lucy in Denver, and settled down to live there. In those early years 
Syd would haul his cameras around to wedding parties and social events, and 
did some photography work for the U.S. Government, eventually becoming a carto- 
grapher for the Government, in which capacity he remained for 30 years, retiring 
finally about 1982. 

Syd and Lucy were parents of three children, two daughters and a son, 
who sadly passed away about eight years ago. This loss would hit Syd very hard 
as he was himself going through a rough period, having had two major operations 
involving replacement of heart valves. 

An extremely talented man, Syd was an expert in decorative woodworking, 
making incredibly beautiful small pieces and figurines. He was an avid chess 
player and loved to play a game any time he got a good partner for a sitting. 
He collected stamps and coins and special issues. He had an extensive library 
of bocks on trains and rcdlroads, trolley cars and cable cars. But all of this 
barely touches upon his many talents, for he also wrote many articles, in addition 
to being an expert graphic designer. 

But it was for transportation tokens that we got to know him. He especially 
wanted to get one token for each city listed in the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue, but 
of course realized this would, ultimately, be extremely difficult. He was one of 
the originators of the AVA Varieties Project, which resulted in the publication of 
Volume III of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue after Gene Godsoe followed thru on the 
project. He was fascinated by the minute differences in die work of the common 
tokens. When I recently obtained a dupe of FL 410 A, the Key West token, and 
asked him if he had one in his collection, he sent me more than I have ever 
expected in trade . He was thrilled beyond words as he had given up hope of ever 
getting that Key West token. 

In recent years he added arcade tokens to his range of collecting. He was 
keen on Chuck-E-Cheese tokens and recently had discovered many Colorado car 
wash and parking tokens of recent vintage. 

While enjoying a visit in his token den in his basement, Syd was. stricken 
with a massive heart attack, and died quietly July 24, 1996. His wake and fun- 
eral were attended by several hundred people who paid homage to him at the Beth 
Joseph Congregation. He was laid to rest at Rosehill Cemetery. 

Those of us who knew Syd saw only a little of the real man. A very quiet 
individual of extreme candor and honesty, he was one of our country's unsung 
heroes. Syd and Lucy were more than husband and wife. They were soul mates 
and had enjoyed almost 50 years together as husband and wife. Our prayers 
go out to Lucy, for Syd by his exemplary graciousness, candor and honesty, 
is assured a favorable place at our Eternal Father's place of salvation. Syd, we 
will long remember you. Eternal peace to our dear hero.

This summer while perusing the Freiberg Files in California, I came across 
some notes made by the late Ralph Hinde, former president of the AVA, who had 
corresponded with parties in Dodgeville. It seems the Hotel Higbee, whose name 
is on most of the tokens, was originally built in 1849, and had three different names 
before being called the Hotel Higbee beginning in 1895. 

John J. Hughes (WI 160 A) was the first operator of the Hotel Higbee Bus. 
He sold out to John G. Thomas In February, 1904. The bus was pulled by a "heavy 
draft team of horses," and in the winter sleigh runners replaced the wheels. It 
served both the Chicago & Northwestern RR depot and the Illinois Central RR depot. 
The fare, as was nearly universal with these operations, was 25C round trip, with 
the token being given for the return trip. Apparently the token was only for hotel 
patrons. City residents paid 25< one way, whereas hotel patrons got the discount 
token. If the passenger had several trunks, he paid 25C for each trunk and was 
given a free token for himself. The bus first carried hotel patrons to the depots, 
then picked up local people at their homes and took them to the depots. 

Old Mr. Thomas drove the bus, his son drove the dray (freight) wagon. J.G. 
Thomas sold the bus line in 1914 to Lewis Olson and George S. Mitchell, and a few 
years later Mitchell & Olson converted from the horse bus to motor vehicles and 
issued WI 160 H. 


MISSISSIPPI'S STEEL MAGNOLIA OUT OF BUSINESS 

Louis Crawford reports that the rubber-tired trolley, known as the "Steel Magnolia," has gone out 
of business. It began with great fanfare in Jackson, MS, in 1993 and issued four different brass 16mn) 
tokens (MS 460 M-P) which our New Issues Service distributed to its members. These tokens are now, 
of course, obsolete.

The new discovery from Sacramento was issued by Central Electric Railway, 
which operated there from 1892 to 1896. 

Toll on the Rock Island Centennial Bridge is now 50C, so new tokens were 
issued. We lack information as to why one token was made with a reeded edge, 
and the other with a plain edge. George Wolters will secure a supply for our 
New Issues Service, 

Bill Garrison obtained a supply of the Benton Harbor, Ml, Dial-a-Ride "Fair" 
token for N.I.S. members on his trip to the Lansing Convention. Was the mis- 
spelling intentional or a mistake? 

The 1996 AVA tour token, as well as last year's tour token, was struck by 
Masterpiece Medallions of Claremont, CA. N.I.S. members will receive specimens. 
Non-members of the N.I.S. may purchase the token by writing to AVA Treasurer 
Joe! Rcznick in Chicago. 

The Muskegon, Ml, cell is like the three already listed, but is a different 
color. 

The Buffalo, NY, listing is known as a "pog" per the local authority, and 
these were initially handed out at the 1996 New York State Transportation Confer- 
ence. At least one route, #97 Darien Lake - Downtown Buffalo Express, still uses 
them today. The entire adult round trip fare of $10.00 is paid when the patron 
boards the bus, and a pog is issued to the rider. It is used to pay the fare 
for the return ride. Without the pog, one has to pay $5.00. Bill Garrison ob- 
tained a supply for the N.I.S. at a substantial discount below face value. 

Jim Hemphill obtained a supply of the Seaside, OR, carousel token for the 
N.I.S. You purchase a token from the operator for $1 when you enter the 
carousel, and the token is collected just before he starts it up. 

Jim Fallen reported the Wl 975 E Go Kart token to us last year. This seems 
to be a seasonal operation In the summer. Hence Bill Garrison finally connected 
this summer after 9 phone calls and a letter. The ride costs $4.50 but the owner 
gave our N.I.S. a break on the price. 

The unidentified token is a companion to the already listed Unidentified 75. 

Frank Kelley thinks the amusement token listing might be in use in the Chi- 
cago area. The reverse letter could be either a W or an M. 

Eli Bail showed us the Lethbridge, Alberta 450 E last summer. Since he 
didn't get it from the source we postponed listing It till we were sure it wasn't 
a pattern. After trying several other sources, several tokens were finally ob- 
tained from the Lethbridge Handi-Bus Assoc, along with a letter justifying our 
listing it as a regular issue. 

Bill Garrison notes 2 reverse varieties of IN 260 E, so add (Vars.) to this 
listing. The height of the "25" on reverse is 13mm on one, and 12mm on the other. 

Ed Wadhams reports CT 210 F 6 G now have $1 and $1.50 values and sell 
at 10 for $9 and 10 for $14, respectively, as of 10/30/95.

October 26. A number of members have sent in lists of corrections to the 
new 5th edition of the Atwood~Coffee Catalogue. I am going to wait till next issue 
before running therrii so we can get them all together on one sheet. If you find 
any mistakes in the catalogue please send them to the Editor . Don't assume 
someone else has seen it. It's easy to miss them. 

Several of you have responded with information about tokens mentioned in 
the September issue. For instance the WHITAKER PARK TOUR token (page 76) 
is not for a tour of the tobacco company , but is used for a coke or chips in a 
vending machine at the end of the tour. The WCUZ token (page 76) is from Grand 
Rapids, MI (I think I must be the only person who doesn't know WCUZ radio is 
in Grand Rapids), and GRATA on the token is for Grand Rapids Area Transit 
Authority. They have been contacted, and apparently the token was used at least 
15 years ago. We are hoping they can still find some, but this could end up being 
a good one. 

The F.J. TORRAS CAUSEWAY token (page 76) is a 35t convenience token 
in use since 1985, and they have just reordered 25,000 more of them. Louis Craw~ 
ford called them, and they have agreed to sell us 240 of them for the New Issues 
Service. The White Pine Express (page 77) sold out to White Pine Bus Company 
in 1977, and the tokens date from well before then. They will look to see if any 
of the tokens are still around. I doubt it. 

On page 68 of the August issue Chris O'Connor mentions (and we list it in 
this issue) a 26mm pure brass TBTA token. Comes now a letter from Joe 
Studebaker enclosing one of them; "A few years back I bought a mixed bag of 
NY 630 AU AV AW AZ BA tokens from a dealer in New York of junk medals and 
there were about 25+ of these NY 630 AV that I thought had just been plated 
brass, and more or less forgot them till this Fare Box came out. So got magnet 
out and it won't pick it up, so guess they are pure brass and not plated." 

Louis Crawford learned that Bloomington, MN, is using 2 brass tokens, one 
25mm, one 26mm. Both have the same inscription; "City of/ Bloomington 1 1 Good 
For 111 Bus Trip" These are used by the Dept, of Human Services in conjunc- 
tion with Creekside Community Center as $1 fares. They have agreed to sell quan- 
tities to our New Issues Service. 
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Louis also picked up a brass 25miiJ token inscribed ’’Game & Ride Token / 
Kidsfun (in logo) / rwm // No / Cash / Value / rwm" (WM-plated) . This might 
be a Misc 1000 listing, but from where? 

Ed Axthelm has been working assiduously to obtain supplies of two elusive 
plastic tokens in use in the D»C. area^ On obverse both have the same wording: 
OMNILINK / 490-4811 and on reverse a 29mm blue has "Good For / One / Fare" 
in white letters, and a 32mm white has ’’Good For / Reduced /Fare’* in blue letters. 
Ed called the other night and, finally, has obtained 240 of each for our New Is- 
sues Service. He also discovered a smaller brass one with a round hole in its cen- 
ter, being used (I believe he said) on the Vienna Shuttle from Manassas to Vienna, 
VA. He is confident he can also get a supply of this one. He called RESTON 
RIBS and was told they're still using VA 710 A but not for much longer. They 
also use a 25ram brass, but it sounds like a generic token that might also be used 
elsewhere in video games so it may not be listable. Will have to wait till I see 
it. 

According to the Internet, Stanford University in California requires that 
cars driving on the campus obtain a token to gain entry (via a turnstile?). I'd 
like to see just what that is. Hal Ford and I visited Stanford last August but 
we didn't see anything about token use and we drove all over the place. 

Steven Kellner picked up a Mfg Sample from Roger Williams Mint that sounds 
listable. the token is 20mm brass with a steel magnetic 10mm center, and is in- 
scribed "Roger Williams Mint / Sample Token / Roger Williams Mint / Sample Token" 
on both sides. Steve is also arranging for our 1997 AVA Convention in Connecticut 
to tour the Connecticut Trolley Museum, of which he is a trustee. 

Bob Kelley succeeds when all the rest of us fail. He visited Hot Springs, 
AR, and picked up 2 unlisted tokens, and both of which I suspect will be like pull- 
ing teeth to obtain. Hal Ford and I were there in summer 1995 and could not pry 
even one loose of one token. I didn't even have a chance to get a rubbing before 
the old gal grabbed it back. Anyway, here are the 2 that Bob picked up: 

HOT SPRINGS /IT /ARKANSAS 

A 31 Sd S.J.R.H.C. (anodized blue) [St. Joseph's Regional Health Center) 

A 31 Sd Student /Bus /loRen/Hot Springs Intracity Transit (anodized red) 

The blue one is now obsolete; it was used by seniors, but a cardboard pass has 
replaced the token. The student token is still in use "but not much need for them" 
according to Bob. The Arkansas 435 N is still used by the Rehab Center "Abilities 
Unlimited." Bob adds "It took me 2 days to come up with these. Got run around 
all over Hot Springs. Got all kinds of bad info, even from the bus line." - That 
was also my experience in 1995. Bob adds at the end of his note; "I also picked 
up some of the new GLENDALE BEELINE tokens in California. " How does he do 
it? 

Gene Hurford asks for help in finding a home for a 26mm aluminum anodized 
green token inscribed BORDER TAXI 533-4245" with blank reverse. 

Ted Hartung sends a note about CA 405 A, which is impossible either to get 
or learn anything about. On a hunch, noting its style of die work, I wrote a 
token manufacturer and got 2 of them. Ted writes "Lake Arrowhead is a very 
small resort town and a person can walk from one end to the other end in less 
than 10 minutes. It's a place people in San Bernardino can go to escape the summer 
heat. It consists of a gas station, grocery store, a boat marina, several antique 
and craft stores and a theatre. A bus company within the town would not be 
profitable. A bus running between Lake Arrowhead and San Bernardino might 
have a few passengers but this never materialized, I would classify this token 
as a fantasy and somebody's dream that never came true. But who knows?" To the 
above Ted added: "I subscribe to CompuServe and I'd like to get a listing of other 
AVA members who are connected to the Internet. My CompuServe address is 
104407,1641 and I think it would be a good idea if you could ask for addresses 
in The Fare Box, This is a very easy way to communicate and a lot of fun." 
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I received the other day a brief advisory from Ted Meyers concerning the 
Meyers on Atwood“Coffee Reports [see page 86, August 1996 Fare Box] . First, 

while I was preparing the notice of these reports for the August Fare Box, two 

more pages were added to the series. This makes a total of 18 pages of facts and 
figures, rather than the 16 reported earlier. Second, Ted mentions that he is 
sometimes away from Vermont for a week or two at a time. So when you order 
the set of Reports, please allow, at the outside, two to three weeks for delivery. 

Inside this issue is a long article by Martin Winfree of Greensboro, NC, on 
previously unlisted die varieties of PA 15 G, of which there is already a plethora 
listed. In his accompanying letter Martin wrote "I think I know why so many vec- 
turists are retired; this hobby is fast eating up all my spare time!" He added 
that on a recent trip to Charleston, WV, he saw several tokens he assumed were 
listed. "I am kicking myself for not getting one or two of those WV tokens... 

I'm not sure that any of the tokens I saw were in the catalogue." So maybe we 

have some more new issues in Charleston? 

The California State Numismatic Assn, issues a beautiful medal each year, 
and the next one will be available for shipping in December. These are issued 
in conjunction with CSNA's annual conventions. The medal this year will feature 
a large reproduction of No. 109, a Climax 3-truck logging locomotive, and judg- 
ing from the artwork which is before me, and the CSNA's previous medals, I know 
this will be a gorgeous medal. It is available in fine silver @ $17; golden bronze 
(0 $2; oxidized bronze @ $3. All three medals for $20. Add postage of SS*): for 
one medal, 78<t for two, and $1.01 for all three. Checks payable to CSNA, and 
order from Joyce Kuntz, Medal Coordinator, 697 Scripps Dr., Claremont, CA 91711. 

New York City intends to phase out completely the use of subway tokens (NY 
630 BJ, a $1.50 fare) by July 1, 1997. They are to be replaced by "Metrocards. " 
Trouble is. New Yorkers hate the Metrocards and much prefer tokens. Some Tran- 
sit Authority are beginning to have doubts, but the majority of its bureaucracy 
continue to insist they will ram the cards down the throats of subway riders. How 
this all plays out will be fun to watch. 

Bill Sowell writes that the Restored Jantzen Beach Center Merry-Go-Round 
still uses OR 700 U, but still honors OR 700 P & Q for one ride each. So the value 
of these is $1 each rather than the listed values of 50<t and 3511: respectively, 

I received some notes about the carousel in Buffalo, WY (WY 60 A). This 
is a 1925 Spillman carousel, which originally operated at Gillian's Fun Deck in 
Ocean City, NJ, from 1925 to 1988. It was purchased at auction in 1988, minus 
the wooden horses which were sold separately. It was then moved to Buffalo, WY , 
and reconditioned. Three new wood carvings were created by local carver Bill 
Jennings. 

Rich Marzian writes that the Louisville Toonerville Trolley (KY 510 BY) "still 
rides its route through 4th Avenue free . " The 510 BY tokens were issued when 
the vehicle first went into service in the belief that fares would be charged, but 
they then decided to offer free rides, so the tokens so far as I know are bagged 
up in some vault or closet. I did manage to get two of them several years back. 

Every once in a while someone reports a 32mm brass token to me, which at 
first glance appears to be a rare old one. The token is inscribed "Knight's Ferry, 
Cal. / Stanislaus County / Dent's Covered / Bridge / Knight's / Ferry, / Cal," 
on obverse, and "Early Ferry to Southern Mines / Good For / One / Foot Passen- 
ger / Replaced by Covered Bridge" These were made a few years ago by AVA 
member and former president Duane Feisel to be sold inserted in souvenir cards 
at stores in the gold country of California. I suppose we should've listed them 
among the Fantasies in our catalogue, but I never figured anyone would be fooled 
by them. At the time Duane produced them I described them in The Fare Box. 
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UNI^ISTED MINOR DIE VARIETIES IN ALLEKPOWl ISSUES 

by Martin Wintree 


First in a Series 


My interest in minor die varieties dates b.ack to my earliest days as 
a collector, particularly when I ordered Volume III of the Atwood-Cof fee 
Catalogue, thinking it was the vAiole catalogue. The very first token that 
I examined with my new Volume was an AL 560~Y, and it turned out to be an 
unlisted variety, but I probably spent at least 20 minutes with the token 
convincing myself that it was true! Now that I had a token that was not 
covered in nearly 1,000 pages of minor die varieties, I was hooked for life. 
EVen when I have only one example of a particular token, I always check Volume 
III to see whether there are varieties and note which variety I have. 

I have decided to start with Allentown tokens (the PA 15 's) because 
of the notation in the text of Volume III that all of the varieties are easily 
identifiable; this also turned out to be the case for the new varieties that 
I have found. Another reason is the remarkable differences in the minor 
die varieties of the \^ite-metal PA 15-G issue. Looking at photographs of, 
say, PA 15-Ge, v«^ere large letters extend around nearly the entire obverse, 
and of PA 15-Gj, where sttall letters outside a larger circle barely go halfway 
around, it almost seems a coincidence that they spell out the same words. 

I also like the crookedness of the lettering on many of these varieties, 
particularly PA 15-Gi. The transit company must have liked this variety, 
too, because the same die pair was used to make many of the zinc tokens (PA 
15-Id) and evidently all of the steel tokens (PA 15-J), v^iich has no identified 
varieties . 

I will not try to rehash the excellent introductory material in Volume 
III, beyond a simple definition of a minor die variety: an identifiable 
difference in the appearance of the surface of a token within a major variety. 
This can include the size or absence of a circle, the spacing or size of 
lettering, the size or appearance of a logo, the presence or lack of minor 
punctuation (although this usually marks a major variety), the presence or 
lack of ornaments such as dots or diamonds and their positioning (although 
this can mark a major variety as well), doubling (or tripling) of letters 
or ornaments, the type of milling, and the placement of a mark Inside a letter 
such as a dot or triangle. Thick or thin lettering sometimes marks varieties, 
but this can also be a function of the way the token has worn if there are 
no other differences. Often, a variety is identified by a particular letter 
which is unusually thick or thin. 

Whether or not a '*G" has a serif is one of the easiest ways to identify 
at least major groups of varieties, and this distinguishes the first four 
varieties of PA 15-G, v^ich were apparently of the early orders filled by 
Scovill. According to Volume II, Meyer * Wenthe later filled three orders 
beginning in 1925, and the long period of time over v^ich PA 15-G was used 
would account for the large number of varieties. It was first issued in 
1913, and wfiile the brass token (PA 15-H) is not idetd. if iwi by date, the 
zinc tokens (PA 15-1) do not show up until 1943. 
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On the other hand, I often have difficulty distinguishing varieties 
based only on vrfiether there is a fine, medium or heavy circle, as these 
sometimes do not photograph well. In some cases, I have thought that the 
two photographs. of the medium-circle and the large-circle variety were reversed, 
until I actually held the two varieties in my hand. On tough varieties, 

I study the photographs more carefully looking for other differences, which 
is why I like having the photographs available rather than just a description. 

There are other differences within a major variety that have nothing 
to do with the die, such as shades of the color of a token, cutout varieties, 
thickness of a token, and the degree of rotation of the reverse die relative 
i.o the obverse. (The degree of rotation of a cutout, on the other hand, 
is not considered to be a variety, since in rreny issues, this would lead 
to near infinite variety). However, all of these other types of varieties 
often occur in tandem with die varieties. For instance, most tokens (a major 
exception being those made by Hoffmn & Hoffman) have so-called medal reverses, 
where the obverse and reverse face the same way, as opposed to coin reverses, 
v^ere the reverse is "flipped" relative to the obverse, as on U. S. coinage. 

As it happens, nearly all of the examples of the main Allentown issue that 
have a coin reverse also turn out to be the PA 15-Gj minor die variety, and 
conversely, nearly all of the PA 15-Gj varieties also have coin reverses. 

Cutout varieties also tend to occur with die varieties, and indeed, 
one suggestion is to look for cutout varieties among the photographs first 
as a way of identifying die varieties. Sometimes a cutout variety is nothing 
more than i*^iether the token vms punched from the obverse or reverse, since 
this can make a difference in the appearance of the cutout, particularly 
(as here) v4ien the cutout is a symbol rather than a letter. I have found 
a few cutout varieties \4ien going through large quantities of tokens, but 
I have decided to put ray energies toward die varieties instead. 

When tokens are plated, the number of die varieties extends to the plated 
tokens as well, and there is a cross-reference in the back of Volume III 
between original and plated tokens. In this case, all of the five Allentown 
tokens were copper-plated, and for whatever reason, the plating did not take 
too well on them. On many of the PA 15~K tokens (the plated PA 15-G tokens), 
the plating has faded to nothing more than a orange sheen, which is still 
easy to notice on a white token. While zinc tokens are typically unattractive 
compared to other metals, plating them often only makes things worse, the 
way that a coat of paint on an old barn may make its dilapidated state that 
much tiKjre noticeable. The PA 15-R tokens that resulted from plating PA 15-1 
are perhaps the ugliest tokens in my collection. 

After all of this exposition, I actually have only five new varieties 
among the Allentown tokens, and just one new die pair. (The St. Louis issues 
in the next article will more than make up for this paucity). Despite looking 
through several hundred zinc tokens, and although I have seen fewer of the 
brass and steel tokens, I have found no new varieties among these. Their 
short production time does not necessarily mean that no new varieties are 
possible; the zinc and steel tokens seem to use the same dies that were used 
with other metals, and there are, after all, five varieties of the short-lived 
zinc issue. For vstiat it is worth, the PA 15-Gn and Kn varieties occur more 
frequently among the ones I have, with PA 15-Gi, Gj, Kj and Kq also being 
common, while there are five varieties of PA 15-G that I still have not found.

THE JOHNSTOWN INCLINED PLANE 
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By Jim Hartman 


A few months ago 1’ went along with a friend to the Johnstown area 
for a short stay that lasted one night and one day. He was there strictly 
for business while I went up to look around for something to add to my 
collection. I even got to use his vehicle while he worked all day near the 
Johnstown campus of Pittsburgh University. I stopped at a few coin and 
antique shops but didn’t find much except for a nice encased cent from the 
Windber Trust Company located in nearby Windber. 

Later in the day I decided to do a little sight seeing and went to 
one of the local attractions, the Incline Plane. It was fun to take the trip 
to the top. My friend’s car stayed at the bottom for it could have rode to 
the top too. At the top is an attractive visitor center that offers a scenic 
overlook of downtown Johnstown and the Conemaugh Valley below. Also 
located at the Incline site are a souvenir shop and a restaurant. Other 
improvements were made that allow visitors to view the huge driving drum, 
cables and other mechanical equipment in operation. Although it is now 
primarily a tourist attraction, it continues to transport workers between the 
city and Westmont borough. 

The origin of the Incline goes back over a hundred years ago when 
the Cambria Iron Company, then the largest land owner in the area, began 
to develop a community located on the hilltop. The grade between 
Johnstown and the new community, later named Westmont, was over seventy 
T'' 3 s much too ‘^tceo for the horsed! .end wegonr that were in 

use at the time. In order to make the new development more accessible to 
Johnstown, the Cambria Iron Company began construction of an inclined 
railway in 1890. Many of the parts of the Incline were made right in 
Johnstown by the Cambria Iron Company, a predecessor of Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation. Railroad rails were one of the company’s main products back 
in the 1890’s. Due to the unique design of the Incline, many of the tools 
used for construction and upkeep were hand made at a blacksmith shop at 
the work site. They are still used to this day. 

On June 1, 1891, the Johnstown Incline opened for business. It 
provided convenient transportation, connecting the city with the new 
resident development of Westmont, primarily workers from the iron works. 
Almost 600 acres of land were developed for residential building in 
Westmont, which became one of the earliest residential suburb. Its 
population grew from 30 people in 1890 to almost 500 only two years later. 

Originally, the Cambria Iron Company incorporated the Cambria 
Inclined Plane Company {PA 495 A, B and C) to attend to the business of 
the incline. In April 1935, Westmont Borough (PA 495 S, T and U) began 
operating the inclined plane, after purchasing it from the Cambria Inclined 
Plane Company for the price of one dollar. Following World War II, the use 
of the Incline declined after better roads had been built up the steep hill. 
In April 1961, it was closed by Westmont due to the operating cost and 
safety concerns over deteriorated equipment. Under public pressure 
against closing it, the operating responsibilities were transferred to the 
Cambria County Tourist Council under a lease agreement. After restoration 
by many community volunteers, the inclined plane was reopened in July 
1962. Facing the possibility of closing again in the early 1980’s, the 
ownership of the Johnstown Inclined Plane again changed hands. On March 
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8, 1983, the Cambria County Transit Authority became the Incline’s third 
owner, purchasing it from Westmont Borough for the price of one dollar. 

This purchase allowed the transit authority to seek public funds and 
grants. Once funds were secured, the transit authority was able to repair 
the Incline as well as improve the hilltop station. 

The 896.5 foot-long Johnstown Incline rises 502.5 feet on a continuous 
71.97 percent grade, the steepest continuous grade of any incline. It was 
designed as a balanced incline with a double track and two cars. As one 
car goes up the incline the other car heads down, allowing the weight of 
the two cars to counterbalance each other and assist the motor in moving 
the cars. These cars were originally designed to provide passengers, as 
well as horse and carriage, a level ride up and down the hill. The horse 
and carriage would ride on the upper deck and the passengers would 
enter the bottom of the car from a door on the lower floor of each station. 
In 1921 the double— deck cars were renovated. The refurbished cars were 
designed to accommodate both vehicles and passengers on the upper deck. 
This is still the same design today. Each car can hold up to fifteen tons, 
and is attached to a steel cable. These cables are made up of six individual 
ropes, each spun from 36 strands of tempered steel, and formed around a 
core of hemp. The two hoisting cables are roughly 1,075 feet long with a 
two inch diameter. They are wrapped around a driving drum, 16 feet in 
diameter and weighing three tons, which winds and unwinds the cables 
simultaneously. The original power source to the incline was a steam 
engine. Today the incline is operated by a 400 horsepower electric motor. 
The motor drives the cast-steel drum. 

As I stated earlier, tnere is a nice souvenir shop at the top of the 
incline. Inside are a great variety of items available that anyone would 
want. For sale are the usual postcards, tee-shirts, refrigerator magnets, 
key chains and pins. Also available are one ounce commemorative silver 
bars and rounds, mirrors, "penny in the bottle" collectibles and many other 
items depicting the Johnstown Incline. One item really struck my eye. 

There was a pile of new shiny encased cents in one area of the shop. They 
included a key chain and are priced pretty reasonably. On the other hand, 
there are no tokens in use for passage on the incline. Even the Cambria 
County Transit Authority issues are no good on the incline. Maybe someday 
a new issue will come out so it will be worthwhile to check out in the 
future.

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SYD JOSEPH - MORE THAN A TOKEN FRIEND

In 1969 I went to a coin show on Colorado Blvd here in Denver. After looking at all 
the dealer spaces I found the exhibit area and was jtist fascinated by four tall four sided 
exhibits ,each exhibiting several states with post cards of the state capitals and streetcar 
and bus tokens of each. After turning all of them to see all the states I asked aroimd who 
was Syd Joseph . The reply was “every one knows Syd Joseph he’s around here 
someplace”. He had gone home but some one was kind enough to give me his phone 
number. 

Soon he invited me to his home. I took my collection housed in a dime albxim 
with sliding windows plus 23 23 mm tokens that didn’t fit. It didn’t take much 
convincing to join AVA and come to Denver Token Club which at that time met at his 
home. Over the months and years we became good fiiends. 

Several times a year Syd and I would go to Colorado Springs to look for tokens at 
the collectable show and visit coin dealers. We ei^oyed those trips and a few convention 
trips immensely. Often he and I would get together for swap sessions. 

In 1979 I was out of work for most of the year. Being 55 meaningful jobs were hard 
to find. I had always liked maps and geology and wanted to work at USGS. That year Syd 
learned that the photo lab at USGS was going contract and he was offered a good deal and 
opportunity to continue on with the contractor. He was able to convince the contractor 
that with my platemaking experience I would be good at making large map composites. 
That good job lasted 3 years when the new contractor decided on much lower paid crew. 
While there Syd and I almost every lunch period would walk aroimd the building. 

Syd delighted in going through a bxmch of tokens, which to most of us looked the 
same, and like a kid in a candy store would say “there are varieties”. Syd often gave out 
candy saying “have a 'simmamum’ I can’t say cinnamon” and he had a great repertoire of 
quips and a smile. 

Several times Syd confided in me that I was like a brother to him .He certainly was 
that and more to me. His leaving has left a great void in my life but also many great 
memories.

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December 7, I regret to report that Lucy Joseph, widow of Syd Joseph, 
died October 30, 1996, following complications from open heart surgery. Lucy 
and Syd were married for 50 years, and enjoyed their life together. She had 
been State President of the Parent Teachers Organization and active on the 
national board. One of her greatest joys was cooking for family, friends and 
festivities at Beth Joseph. She is survived by DebbI and Sheree. Many of us 
will remember her kindness. 

This is the busiest time of the year for me, and on that account ! shall wait 
until the December issue to publish the list of corrections to the 5th edition of 
the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue. I am grateful to the several members who have 
spotted errors and reported them to me. If any more of you find mistakes in 
the book please let me know so we can put them all together on one page. Speak- 
ing of the opportunity to make mistakes, Ted Meyers, who loves statistics, notes 
that in the 5th edition there are exactly 740,788 characters, including spaces be- 
tween words in obverses B reverses, but not including notes in italics nor the 
over 4,200 entries in the Token Identifier. 

A non-member in Wichita recently wrote to ask the value of the Kansas Turn- 
pike Authority tokens (KS 495 A and B), inasmuch as she has 25 of the A and 
48 of the B. They list at $4.50 each, but in view of the quantities she has, I 
believe the price should be reduced to about $2.50 at most. 

In the June 1989 Fare Box I ran an article about "National City Lines,” an 
entity created by General Motors among others for the purpose of replacing elec- 
tric streetcars with buses. Just released this Fall is "Taken For a Ride,” a 
55-minute documentary film on the same subject. Its theme: it accuses GM of 
having "deliberately destroyed public transit to increase sales." If you get the 
chance you might like to take it in. 

Robert Lubetkin reports that Unidentified #191, the Flynn KIddieland token, 
"was a Des Moines [lA] dairy's promotion, I believe in the 1950's. The token 
is the center of a milk bottle cap. The Flynn Dairy was recently sold to Robert's 
Dairy out of Omaha. Flynn was a well-known Des Moines dairy for many years... 
These 'tokens* show up rather frequently In local flea markets and are not at ail 
scarce.” 
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Barry Uman writes “While doing research on the Toronto Baseball club tokens 
1 came across a recent transportation token that is used from Toronto island to 
the mainland. This modern ferry token is used by travellers who fly to and from 
Toronto Island Airport. It costs $2.00 per trip. The token is 26mm white metal 
with a 17mm copper centre, inscribed "Toronto City Centre / Airp>ort (outline 
of Toronto, airplane flying in oval) // The Toronto Harbour Commissioners (logo 
of crown over oval with anchor in center)". Barry also shares with us the good 

news that, at the last TOREX coin show in Toronto he picked up Ontario 515 A, 

the Madoc Bus Line, from a dealer's {unk box for $6.00, and he adds "I hope 
to attend the next A.V.A. Convention in Connecticut so I can meet you and all 
of the friendly members of our Association." 

George Hosek reports a new potato chip ride token. These probably are 
not close to the top of the desirability list for some of us, but this one merits 
mention, in any case. It is 55mm round cardboard (he doesn't mention color) 
inscribed "Peony Park / Omaha / Happy Chip / 2 Or More Are / Good For Free 
Ride // (logo) / Fairmont / Potato Chips" 

Glen Williams picked up a new token for the Illinois State Highways. This 
one is 29mm, bronze, inscribed "The Illinois State / Toll Highway / Authority 

/ 1992 II To Be Used at Unattended Ramps / For Official / Use Only". There 

are some exits on the toll highways without an attendant. You are expected to 
put in the correct change in the toll hamper anyway, and if you don't a bell will 
ring but not much else happens. These tokens are for police cars and other 
official cars which pass thru those toll gates. Joel Reznick is working on get- 
ting a quantity for our New Issues Service. 

Steve Ratliff reports a rubber-tired "trolley" in Pensacola, FL, that is using 
tokens. it's a 25<^ fare and from the picture of the token (one side only) In a 
brochure it appears quite attractive. Steve promises to get a supply for our 
N.I.S. 

Steve also reports four plastic tokens given away as souvenirs the day the 
new Mid-Bay Bridge opened at Nlceville, FL. They aren't good for toll, they're 
only souvenirs, but they ere nice. They come in pink, red, and blue, all with 
gold printing, and tan with brown printing. Inscription; 38mm "Mid-Bay / 
Bridge / June 26, 1993 / Mid-Bay Bridge (logo)" 

Curtis Judge found an old octagonal 29mm brass token inscribed "St. Louis, 
St. Charles / and / Western / Railroad / Company // Transfer to Natural / Bridge 
/ Road / on Lucas / & / Hunt Division" Several people are trying to figure out 
just what this token was used for. It could well be a transportation token. 

A rubber-tired "trolley" in Anchorage, AK, is using two tokens, a WM one 
good for a ride, and a brass one given as a souvenir. The ride costs $10 so 
the face value of the token is up there. The token is 2Smm "Anchorage Trolley 
Tours TM / Alaska Guestours Inc.® / 1935 (incuse on front of trolley) // 
Anchorsge Trolley Token / 630 W. 4th Ave, / Anchorage, AK / 907-257-5603 
/ Avenue Theatre" We'li see if we can get them for N.I.S. at a more 

reasonable price, as I don't think Jim wants to lay out $2,400 for 240 of them. 

Donald Hillstrom reports a big blue plastic token with black printing (88mm) 
inscribed "Sky ride / (suspended vehicle) / Good For Continuous / Non-Stop Round 
Trip / Show and give to / attendant in opposite / station." Inquiries to the 
facility that uses the token have gone unanswered. We'll keep trying. 

Keith Haney reports a new token presumably from Mason City, lA. The 
token is 25mm brass "Mason City Transit / MC (logo) / Adult Fare // Good For 
/ One Fare" i trust we’ll be able to get a supply for the New Issues Service. 

Larry Edel! has a pure silver example of NE 540 O. This token comes with 
gold plating (privately done to pass it as a $5 gold piece) but a pure silver one 
makes one wonder how it came about.

LES JETONS DE TRANSPORT FRANC AIS 
2eme Edition 1995 
BY Roland Elie 

A new French transit token reference work has been recently published by Mr. Roland Elie of 
L’Herault, France. This work is the second edition of his original catalog that was published in 
1991. The book was printed on the European A4 size paper which is sli^tly narrower and 
slightly taller than the U.S. standard of 8 1/2” X 11”. Card covers are used on the 130 page 
volume, and p^er quality is heavy grade bond to withstand years of collector usage. 

The layout of the reference is similar to the Atwood-Coffee catalog. Each city is listed and 
then the individual tokens and varieties are given a unique catalog number. A complete obverse 
and reverse discription, size, shape, metallic composition, and cutout notation are provided for 
each listing. Approximately 90% of the tokens are illustrated by photographs, high clarity line 
drawings or rubbings. Additionally, a large amount of historical data is provided on the various 
transport companys and towns including many period photographs. 

The catalog is in French, but the reviewer did not feel that this was a drawback. The author 
thoughtfully included a small dictionary of the common discriptive terms as an appendix to aid die 
non French speaking collector. This volume lists over 50 new tokens that were not included in the 
last edition, and represents a sizeable increase over the listings available in Ken Smith’s 
references. Every French transit token collector, and foreign collector should have a copy of this 
work for their library.

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A popular pastime these days is “surfing the ‘net,” Le., researching various topics on the Internet. 
Companies post information about different services and products they offer. Learning 
institutions fi’om elementary schools to universities have sites giving news about student 
accomplishments, course offerings, and athletic events. Organizations establish ‘homepages’ 
bragging on their good deeds and/or asking for donations. Information is provided regarding 
business opportunities, vacation options, and community services by cities and towns of aU sizes. 
Some new^apers have available copies of their cturent edition, with a few maintaining archives 
of past issues. Individuals can (and sometimes do) post just about anything they wish. The 
information available is unlimited in variety and scope. Anyone wishing to place a homepage on 
the Internet must also contact a service provider and obtain a Universal Resource Locator (URL) 
which is an ‘address’ of sorts. (This is the line one often sees in advertisements that begins 
’'http://www"). To aUow anyone to find their site (other than by word-of-mouth advertising or 
dumb hick) the posting party must also register with a service commonly called a ‘search engine.’ 


The obvious question is, with all this information available, how does one find anything? First, 
one must subscribe to a service provider, wfiose package will include a ‘web browser. ’ This will 
allow access to one or more of the available search engine programs. This is where things get 
interesting in researching a topic such as bus tokens. 

Some sites are registered with only one search engine, others will notify several The flexibility 
ofthe different programs also varies greatly, with some allowing very specific searches that can 
be limited to definite time fi-ames vdiile others only permit general searches. This latter can be 
quite fiustrating ance both bus and token are conq)uter terms and searches will resuk in ‘hits’ for 
pages containing computer information. Additionally, an inability to limit the date on which 
information was posted necessitates reviewing all information every time the program is utilized 
to check if any new sites have been established. 

Being a relative beginner in this field, it is posable that some AVA member who is more 
experienced in con:q)utmg will know a way around a lot of this; if so please contact me. 

Now, what does all this have to do with tran^ortation tokens? Over the paa few months I have 
fi3und referoGices to token usage on a number of sites. A few of these have turned out to be older 
listed tokens that have been placed into use, but others have been new issues. Some that have 
been or will be listed shortly are bus tokens issued by the Department of Human Services m 
Bloomington, Minnesota; Community Coach of Stuart, Florida; and Valley Transit in Walla 
WaDa, Washingtoa Other searches have found evidence of a few new parking tokens for which 
the information has been passed along to Joe Pemicano. 

There are several references to token usage for which the token distributors and/or the issuing 
authorities have been unre^onsive to mail and telephone inquiries. There are others where there 
is insuflBcient information to determine the proper contact entity. In hopes that AVA members 
either living near or having contacts in these areas can pursue the leads, the information is 
provided below: 
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• The minutes for the October 3, 1995, meeting of the Jackson County, Michigan, 
Department of Human Services includes the passage, “Lisa Tinsley reviewed background 
on recent decision to avoid duplication of services regarding bus token distribution for 
Department on Aging Clients and RSVP volunteers. It was agreed that the Department 
on Aging would pay RSVP for aUowing volunteers to purchase bus tokens and 
centralize/streamline the process.” 

• A page posted by Northwest Airlines concerning the Mall of America in Bloomington, 
Minnesota, states, “Some hotels include various qiecial values, such as... complimentary 
tokens for Mall express bus (from/to downtown hotel)” 

• Community information from Fort Worth, Texas, indicates that “The T, a public bus 
system” has “regular fares as follows... Tokens (10) for $8.” 

• “Bus tokens” are among the services provided by Brother Benno’s Day Center (3260 
Production Avenue, Suite I, Oceanside, California), a re-entry service program for 
recently-released prisoners.

A report on another such program in Orlando, Florida (the Phoenix Project) indicates 
that, ‘Transportation problems have been made less difficult due to cooperation from 
Lynx, a local public transit corporation. Lynx has agreed to provide bus tokens which 
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Note: When contacted. Lynx denied now using, ever using, or ever planning to use 
tokens. 


The Multi- Service Centers of North and East King County (Washington) also provide bus 
tokens to semors, disabled, and medically eligible clients. However, this agency declined 
to send any tokens since they have a “system whereby all tokens are accounted for in our 
records.” 

A reference from Chico, California, stated that the Salvation Army would assist the 
homeless by supplying “...things such as good clothes, a clean shave, and a bus token for 
someone going to a job interview” while the Catholic Ladies’ Relief Society will provide 
“...a bus token,. .for tran^ortation to and from doctors appointments...” A request to this 
community netted a paper ticket, so it is possible that the wording on the page is 
inaccurate, but it is also possible that tokens are in use as well 


Several other leads are still being checked out, so it is possible that another request for assistance 
win be forthcoming. Hopefully, continued use of technology will result in all of us adding tokens 
to our collections!

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NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Someone reported ’ the token we list as AR 435 Q to Bill Garrison two years 
ago and he phoned, wrote, and struck out. Coffee and Ford tried to obtain spec- 
imens when we visited Hot Springs in July 1995 without success. Bob KeMey ob- 
tained a specimen this past summer. Now St. Joseph's Regional Health Center uses 
paper bus coupons for its senior center patrons and has 4,500 aluminum specimens 
available. We hope to list the student bus token in the near future once we know 
its availability and value. 

With the help of Louis Crawford a supply of the CA 130 B listing was sent 
to the New Issues Service. Jim Hemphill noted the die varieties and will try for 
additional specimens. One variety was issued either 1985 or 1987; the second was 
a 1996 reorder of 25,000 tokens. Unfortunately we aren't sure which is which. 

Bill Garrison was only able to obtain 50 specimens of KY 480 W, hence the 
N.I.S. will not handle this one. The local authority will not sort thru other tokens 
in use for the new one. Hence Bill will handle what he has. One to a customer 
@ 80C +SASE. Address 9505 Normandy Ave. - Morton Grove, IL 60053. 

Louis Crawford obtained several specimens of the KBZE woodnik from the 
source, Morgan City, LA, several years ago. Bill Garrison tried the radio station 
for specimens but struck out. 

The Dial-a-Ride outfit in Benton Harbor, Ml, evidently was aware of the re- 
verse error in spelling on Ml 75 O, which we listed in September 1996. Hence 
they reordered a new supply of the blue plastic "Senior" token with FARE cor- 
rectly spelled. Bill Garrison obtained a supply for our N.I.S. 

The Reston, VA, listing was formerly listed as Unid. 234. It is currently 
in use on the Reston Internal Bus System (RIBS) Tysons Shuttle, operated by 
the Fairfax Connector. One way cash fare is 75C; tokens sell 2 for $1.20. Mr. 

VA 885 A is used on any Vienna Omniride Shuttle trip scheduled between Man- 
assas, Prince William County, and the Vienna Metro Station. Both cash and token 
fare is $1.50. The N.I.S. will have a supply of this one for its members. 

OmniRide (Commuteride) Is a commuter bus and ridesharing service sponsored 
by the Potomac and Rappahannock Transportation Commission (PRTC). OmniRide 
offers weekday rush hour service (excluding holidays) from locations throughout 
Prince William County, VA, and the City of Manassas to destinations that include 
the Vienna Metro Station, the Pentagon, Crystal City, downtown Washington DC, 
and Capitol Hill. The PRTC headquarters is in Woodbridge, VA. PRTC's OmniLink 
seems to be non-commuter local bus routes. The telephone number on VA 985 B 
and C is that of PRTC in Woodbridge. The N.I.S. will handle these two. 

Another computer-generated lead, this one from Bob Schopp: U.C. Davis, 
near Sacramento, may use some type of fare or parking token.

Tokens by Hal Ford and myself. We already have the complete text, and all that 
remains to be done are the photos and introductory materi^. Stay tuned for 
ordering information once we ascertain a price. This edition will be strictly limited 
to 500 copies. 

Some rare and unlisted tokens have been on the market of late. .Dick 

Grinolds in his auction that closed Dec. 30, listed two tokens like SD 380 A and 
B (Fort Pierre) but dated 1903 and 1907. When we receive rubbings we'll list 
them. He also listed a previously unknown 50<= denomination of the McGoldrick 
Bros. Ferry of Springfield, SD. Tokens already listed in our catalogue that are 
in his auction included SD 380 A, and SD 900 A and B. An Alaska firm included 
AK 300 A, the rare College Bus token, in a recent auction. Unfortunately they 
identified the IZi't token (300 A) as 300 B (the even rarer 25* one), and this will 
cause confusion. 

Some years ago I purchased a large collection of British celluloid transporta- 
tion tokeni,. All were housed in coin albums which used clear plastic slides with 
pockets. These slides were inserted sideways into clear plastic windows in the 

albums. Two years ago I decided, after owning this collection for nearly ten 

years, to remove a couple of the tokens. When I tried to get them out, they 
literally crumbled into dust! Immediately I removed every token and put them 
in 2x2 envelopes. About half a dozen more disintegrated, but most seemed OK. 
Some rare British metal tokens, also in these albums, emerged covered with a 
green scum. Needless to say this upset me because, while most British celluloid 
tokens are inexpensive, many of my U.S. celluloids cost hundreds of dollars

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apiece* Fortunately the U.S. ones are housed in Library of Coins albums which 
do not seem to injure the tokens. All of this came back to mind when I read, 
in the Dec. 30 issue of Coin World an article about celluloid which was depressing. 
It includes this: "Celluloid is chemically unstable. Through a process called 

hydrolysis, nitrate groups break off and nitrogen dioxide is released... Nitrogen 
dioxide can then combine with moisture in the air to produce nitric acid. " And 
so forth. I have not noticed any degradation of my U.S. celluloid tokens, but 
perhaps a gentle wiping with a clean cloth from time to time wouldn’t hurt. 

Jack Smith sends a brief note to inform us that Indianapolis has changed 
the name of its bus system from Metro to Indy-Go. 


Inside this issue is a listing of German park-ride tokens, with photos, com- 
piled by Chris O’Connor. These are transportation tokens and parking tokens, 
similar to a number of such tokens used in the U.S. A. (e.g. WA 780 Y,AA). In 
the letter accompanying his list, Chris wrote; "I have 11 of these tokens in my 
collection; the other four are in collections in the hands of European non-AVA 
collectors who collect strictly Europe or Germany or France. These collectors have 
no interest whatsoever in American tokens, but a few also are interested in world 
telephone tokens, and that was how I got connected with them." 


Chris also reports his misfortune in having lost another package of tokens 
sent him from the former Soviet Union; "I have once again lost a package of 60+ 
ex Soviet tokens including 3 pieces that I needed for my collection. These were 
sent to me by a Ukranian school teacher who collects world coins depicting 
animals, birds or fish on the obverse side. The lost lot was made up of about 
7 different tokens with 3 to 10 of each kind, for a total of 60+ , also a few of those 
heavy (thick) old Russian Department of Trade tokens. These have an issue of 
1 value to 33 value and the full set of about 40 is quite impressive, I have about 
20 different. They were used in vending and automat machines in the hey day 
of Communism, about 1932-1980, Meanwhile I am working on getting another lot 
of foreign car wash tokens sorted and prepared to send you for future issue in 
an upcoming Fare Box."

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PLASTIC BUS TOKENS OF THE KELLY AIR FORCE BASE 

San Antonio, TX, is mother to many tokens (49 to be exact). Among the 
most curious of these, and the least understood, are the ten plastic tokens issued 
by the "KELLY A.F.B. BUS" (TX 810 G H J K L P Q Z AL AW;. I have some 
doubts that 810 H (without the periods) even exists. They keep showing up in 
various colors with various numbers on them. But no one ever explained how or 
why they existed. Now we have a beginning in wisdom, thanks to an article from 
Flying Times , a paper published for people who worked on the Kelly Air Force 
Base. The article, dated September 5, 1952, was discovered by John Vi. Byars 
and contains on its front page a story that announces inauguration of the "Kelly 
Bus Line" and its tokens: 

Kelly's own bus line will start operating Monday. Thirty -minute bus service 
between points in Kelly's three key areas — and connecting service to a fourth 
area — was announced today by Charlie Smith, acting Motor Pool chief. Two buses 
are scheduled to link North, East and Industrial Kelly areas; a third vehicle will 
connect the main line with service to central and South Kelly Maintenance areas. 
Designed to take the strain off Motor Pool pick-up transportation of Kellyites, the 
bus service will be scheduled from 7 a.m. through 4:30 p.m., Mondays through 
Fridays. It will serve employees and GI's on official business for Kelly. 

Smith predicted the nev/ service will ease "by at least 40%" the drain on Motor 
Pool facilities for personal transportation. During June, the Motor Pool hauled 
148,016 passengers on an on-call basis. 

A token system will control bus passengers. Smith said. Supervisors will 
issue appropriate tokens to their employees as they are called on to make inter 
area trips. Tokens will be segregated for statistical purposes. Maintenance will 
draw 13,050 red plastic tokens; Supply will get 5,200 blus ones; Base Executive 
functions will receive 3,500 green tokens, and supporting activities, like the 75th 
ADW, will pull a total of 5 , 150 yellow ones , [emphasis added] Tokens were made 
by Maintenance plastic workers. 

Bus drivers will be primarily responsible for making sure riders carry proper 
badges when going into restricted areas. Smith declared. However, Air Police 
officers will make spot checks of passengers for security. Prime vehicles to be 
used will be two 29-passenger buses which will make the North-Industrial-East 
Kelly loop. but a six-passenger carry all will tie onto the main line at the Indus- 
trial Area cafeteria to haul Kellyites through the Central and South Kelly Main- 
tenance areas. Bus stop markers have been placed at critical points on both lines. 
Twenty-six stops are located on the main line and 15 on the connecting shuttle 
line. Bus times have been stenciled on bus stop markers. Key points on the new 
bus system, Smith asserted, are to be Buildings 4212 and 1562, in East and North 
Kelly respectively, and 256, cafeteria in the Industrial (Central Kelly) area. Buses 
will depart Buildings 4212 and 1562 simultaneously, on the hour and half-hour, 
meeting at the Industrial area cafeteria on the quarter-hour. The shuttle bus will 
arrive at the Industrial area cafe at the same time as mainliners to pick up 
transfers. To transfer, Kellyites will have to carry an extra token. 

Bus service. Smith said, was designed by a committee representing all major 
Kelly components. Primarily, it will serve Kelly's vast industrial missions, but 
it will also serve to relieve the strain on Motor Pool "taxi-service" facilities. Smith 
said telephone requests for future Motor Pool taxi service would be checked against 
bus schedules. If a caller can be served as well by bus, he will be required 
to take the bus. Praise was given Ben Griffin and Lt. Col. Eells of the Inspector 
General's office. Their outfit monitored the Kelly tram program. 

So it appears there was also a yellow token. So far none has ever been 
reported to us. Nor do we know what the numbers on the tokens are for. Nor do 
we know when they stopped using the token system. 
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DISCOVER THE NOSTALSIA OF DOWNTOWN PENSACOLA 

sS ary OF PENSACOLA FIVE FLA6S mOLLEY COMPANY

Employing the slogan "Discover the Nostalgia of Downtown 
Pensacola" a new rubber-tired trolley service was placed in service 
October 1, 1996. The green trolleys serve two downtown Pensacola, 

Florida routes. The fare is Z5<t or a 20 mm brass token. The token 
reads; 1996 / ONE / TROLLEY / RIDE / PENSACOLA, FLORIDA 
// City of Five Flags (City Five Flag Logo with “Pensacola" in ball 
at base of flags) / Trolley Co. 

The City purchased four trolleys, one to be used as a backup, with money from a 
Federal grant, each car costs $120,000. Operating expenses of $230,000 yearly will be 
split 50-50 by grant money from the Florida Department of Transportation and the City 
of Pensacola. After the grant expires in three years, the City of Pensacola will have to 
assume the full cost if they wish to continue the service. 

The trolley project is an effort by the City and the Community Development 
Agency to revive the historic downtown area of Pensacola. The trolleys are intended to 
be reminiscent of Pensacola's streetcar lines that surrendered to automobiles in the 
1920's and 30‘s. ECAT (Escambia County Area Transit) operates the trolley system and 
also offers them for private charter at $38/hr with a three hour minimum. Many 
charters have been booked and you can find a chartered trolley running to each of the 
Pensacola Ice Pilots' hockey games. 

The trolley's names where chosen from the city's long venture in Colonial and 
American history; Trolley No. 501 - Don Tristan de.Luna, who attempted the first 
settlement of Pensacola (In April of 1559, before the settlement of Saint Augustine, 
Luna's settlement of Pensacola was cut short by a devastating hurricane); Trolley No. 
503 - Elias Durnford, a British surveyor responsible for the layout of the city's streets; 
Trolley No. 504 - President Andrew Jackson, who invaded the city in the early 1800's; 
and Trolley No. 502 - Stephen Mallory, secretary of the Confederate States of 
America Navy; who is interred in Pensacola's historic St. Michael's Cemetery. 

Trolley conductors wear white shirts with black vests and black conductor hats 
reminiscent of by-gone days. The routes of the trolleys circle the central core of old 
Pensacola and as the Pensacola-News Journal phrased it, - an old dimension of the 
transportation transformed with nostalgic fun and pedestrian-convenient smoothness." 

Mary Beth LaCoste, Marketing Director for ECAT, said "the conductors are not 
only trained to be drivers, but to also be tour guides and ambassadors for Pensacola and 
its historic heritage." Continued on next page ^ 
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Many downtown merchants are providing their patrons with free trolley tokens, 
and provisions have been made that merchants can commission a token struck with a 
reverse advertising their businesses, although none have taken advantage of this 
opportunity. The initial mintage of the current token was 10,000 and was ordered 
through the local advertising firm of John Appleyard Agency, Inc. 

The City of Pensacola recently purchased 5,000 tokens to give to its employees to 
encourage them to ride the Trolley and become familiar with its routes and value. The 
Old Home School, which provides tours of the downtown historic district has purchased 
900 tokens and several business have purchased 100 to 500 tokens each. 

The Wisconsin manufactured trolleys have been gaining ridership since their 
inaugural run in October and by early December the ridership was up to approximately 
300 on a Friday. 

The history of public transportation in Pensacola, culminating with the current 
trolley service, has been long and varied, having started in 1884 when the Pensacola 
Street Car Company provided service with mule drawn cars. By 1888, the company 
operated a three and one-half mile system, with ten cars and a stable of 32 mules, at 
which time Pensacola Terminal Company purchased the mule powered system and added 
a nine mile long steam powered service connecting downtown with Fort Barrancas which 
is now the present Pensacola Naval Air Station. The Naval Air Station is the home of 
the "Blue Angels" and is considered the “Cradle of Naval Aviation." 

The economic woes of the late 1800's claimed Pensacola Terminal Company and in 
1897 it was subsequently sold to the Pensacola Electric Terminal Railway, who converted 
the mule drawn system to an electric trolley system in November of 1897. The old 
street railway was rebuilt to accommodate the electric trolleys, and began operations in 
March 1898. The line to Fort Barrancas remained a steam-powered operation. In 1906, 
Stone and Webster, a Boston, Massachusetts company purchased the utilities rights in 
the City and established a new company, the Pensacola Electric Company, to operate all 
utilities including the transit company. 

Pensacola Electric Company's transit operations crested in 1918, at which time the 
system consisted of 21.4 miles of track and 45 passenger cars. By 1931, Culf Power 
Company, the successor to Pensacola Electric, faced with the unprofitably of the transit 
system, decided to convert the railway system to a bus system, and in January, 1932 
seven new buses were put into service with a fare of 54. 

Pensacola Transit, Inc. assumed the ownership of the system in June of 1945, and 
the system operated under varied owners until 1950, when it was purchased by the 
American Transit Corporation. Ridership in Pensacola, along with the majority of the 
nation, declined steadily through the 50's and 60's and by 1968, the revenues failed to

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support the system and Pensacola Transit, Inc. announced they would close in December. 
Desiring to continue the service, the City of Pensacola agreed to subsidize the operation 
through June of 1969. In September of that year, the City entered into a two and one- 
half year agreement with the Pensacola Transit Division of the American Transit 
Corporation to manage and operate the transit system within the city limits. 

In 1971 the City and the Escambia County Board of County Commissioners entered 
into an Inter-local Agreement providing for the County to operate the transit system, 
and as a result routes were extended into the urban area of the County. Since 1972, the 
Escambia County Transit System has been managed and operated by the Pensacola 
Division of American Transit Corporation.
